BRYAN LOSSES IN INDIANA 





MANY DEMOCRATS BOLTING THE 
CHICAGO TICKET. 


The Situation, so Far as Sound Money 
Is Concerned, Grows Brighter 
Every Day—The Bryanites Sur- 
prised and Alarmed at the Con- 
stant Desertions from Their Ranks 
—Observations of Mr. Sheerin on 
the Present Situation. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—S. P. Sheerin, former 
Secretary of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee, whose recent public stand against 
Bryan and free-coinage attracted wide- 
spread attention among Democrats, was a 


visitor at the Palmer House Headquarters 
to-night. Mr. Sheerin is thoroughly iden- 
tified with the Palmer-Buckner movement, 
and is giving it the benefit of his long 
experience in National politics, 

He says that the situation in Indiana so 
far as sound money is concerned, grows 
brighter every day. Desertions among the 
ranks of Bryanism are occurring so fre- 
quently and include so many distinguished 
Democratic leaders, that the rank and file 
of the voters scarcely have time to re- 
cover from the surprise caused by one, 
when another is brought to their attention. 
Within the last forty-eight hours, ex-Con- 
gressman George W. Cooper, who repre- 
sented the Columbus District in the House 
of Representatives for ten years, and Judge 
Offut of the Eighteenth Judicial District, 
have written letters publicly announcing 
their intention to refuse to vote for Bryan 
and free silver. 

The immediate effect of the action of such 
men as these is to produce widespread con- 
sternation among the leaders of the Bryan 
movement, and to cause thousands of voters 
to take refuge in the Palmer and Buckner 
camp. 


THREATEN DEBTORS, LYNCH SAYS. 





Populist Campaign Secretary in Min- 
nesota Issues a Statement. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 27.—E. R. Lynch, 
Secretary of the People’s Party State Com- 

mittee, makes the following statement: 

“Within the last forty-eight hours I have 
received 500 letters from different sections 
of the State saying that loan agents are 
notifying mortgagors That in case Bryan 
is elected they will promptly foreclose every 
mortgage as fast as it becomes due, and 
that insurance agents say they will cancel 
all policies in the same event. 

“The letters state that in every township 
in the State where the farmers are heavily 
mortgaged and where the silver sentiment 
is strong one of these agents can be found. 
The Republicans have made a careful poll 
of these townships, and know who have 
mortgages, when they are due, how the 
mortgageor intends to vote, his nationality, 
whether he can be influenced, &c. 

“This information is given to this agent, 


,60 that he khows how to work such person. 


Some he tells that Bryan intends to de- 
‘monetize gold, and that there will be no 
gold with which to pay gold mortgages. He 
tells others that if Bryan is elected gold 
will go to a premium, and that it will take 
two silver dollars to get one gold dollar, 
and that therefore it will take twice as 
many dollars to pay the mortgage if Bryan 
is elected as it would if McKinley [Hanna] 
is elected. 

“He pats the farmer on the back and 
tells him that nothing but pure iove for the 
farmer induces these banks, loan companies, 
and insurance companies to call on him and 
watn him against danger; that these com- 
panies are opposed to any law that would 
compel the farmer to pay them twice as 
many dollars as he borrowed. 

“Oh, you have no idea how these soul- 
less corporations love the dear farmer. 
They are the greatest philanthropists in the 
world. I fear that Jesus made a great mis- 
taken when he drove the money changers 
from the temple. He did not know them as 
well as we do, you know. 

“If Jesus should come on earth to-day 
and call for disciples to follow Him and 
preach His Gospel of charity and brotherly 
love, what a great rush there would be 
from the banks, corporations, and from 
Hanna’s committee to be His disciples! ”’ 

Mr. Lynch was asked what effect he 
thought the alleged intimidation of the 
farmers would have on the election. 

“It will give the State to Bryan by a 
tremendous majority. We will lose a few 
hundred votes by it, but we will gain 
thousands. There is enough manhood left 
in the American people yet, I believe, to 
bury ten thousand fathoms deep any party 
guilty of such an outrage. I have seen so 
much corruption and intimidation used by 
the Republican Party in this campaign that 
I believe that uniess the Republican Party 
is defeated in this campaign, the Republic 
is at an end.” 

“Why do you think so?” 

“Because I see the corporations, trusts, 
and millionaires who are the friends of 
monarchy and the enemies of republics the 
world over, are supporting McKinley, and 
many of them openly declare that they pre- 
fer a monarchy to a republic.” 





POPOCRATS DENOUNCE BETTING, 


Chairman Truman Issues a Statement 
on the “Nefarious Work.” 


There was little or no betting excitement 
about the Fifth Avenue Hotel or Hoffman 
House last night. John Trainor of the Popo- 
crats said that he had a friend who wanted 
to bet $50 against $500 that Ohio would go 
for Bryan, and $50 against $250 thmt Dela- 
ware would go for Bryan, , 

Betting Commissioner Edwards said tha 
he had received a telegram from a Chicago 
customer offering to wager $3,500 on Mc- 
Kinley against $1,000 on Bryan. Mr. Ed- 
wards also said that he had offered to bet 
$2,250 on Hess to $3,000 on McClellan for 
Congress in the Twelfth District, with no 
takers, 

Executive Chairman Truman of the Popo- 
crats issued a statement about betting last 
night, in which he says: 

“The leaders of the Republican Party 
seem to have developed a demoralizing, vul- 
gar scheme of betting, extending from 
ocean to ocean, from the great lakes to the 
Gulf of Mexico. The keenest and brightest 
of its writers are daily detailed by the en- 
tire press to gather the facts and describe 
in detail this nefarious work of trying to 
influence the voters of the land by an ob- 
ject lesson in betting. ; 

“Shame upon a party and party leaders 
who wouald resort to such methods. Those 
unholy betting tables and statistical fore- 
casts paraded in the choicest spaces of the 
newspapers from day. to day are intended 
to divert the minds of the voters from the 

serious and vital issues of the campaign. . 

“The moneyed institutions that contrib- 





uted the vast sum that makes up the huge 
betting pile have no right to.use the people’s 
money for such a purpose. How will they 
explain when called upon to settle with 
their creditors? Under our system of bal- 
loting there can be no excuse for an elec- 
tion fund so gigantic as the Republican 
Party is said to possess, Its tendencies are 
toward the destruction of the Republic.” 





KILLED ON A RAILROAD GRADE 


Palmer and His Granddaughter 
Dead and Mangied. 


KEYPORT, N. J., Oct. 27.—Dr. W. W. 
Palmer, a prominent physician of Keans- 
burg, and his fifteen-year-old granddaugh- 
ter were killed and William Hauran, a 
friend, probably fatally injured on a grade 
crossing of the Atlantic Highlands Division 
of the Central Railroad of New-Jersey at 
Keansburg this morning. Another grand- 
daughter of the doctor’s, who was one of 
the party, miraculously escaped. 

The doctor and his. two granddaughters 
had driven over to the station at Keansburg 
in a carriage to meet Mr, Hauran, whoarrived 
on the 8:15 A. M. train from Atlantic High- 
lands. Dr. Palmer and his granddaughters 
greeted Mr. Hauran, and then they all en- 
tered the carriage to drive to the Palmer 
residence. The four were chatting, and evi- 
dently did not hear an approaching train. 
Just as the carriage was about to cross the 
tracks on the side of the freighthouse a 
train appeared. Before the frightened oc- 
cupants of the vehicle could leap, or the 
engineer slow down, the engine had struck 
the carriage, and all four were hurled out. 
The train went some distance before it 
could be stopped, and then many of the 
passengers who had felt the jar got out to 
see what was the matter. Dr. Palmer and 
one of his granddaughters were found to 
have been killed. Mr. Hauran was still 
alive. Everything possible was done for 
him, but he was so badly injured that it is 
believed he will not recover. 

Dr, Palmer and his granddaughter had 
beén badly mutilated. The head of Dr. 
Palmer was crushed and his right foot was 
cut off, while the body of his granddaugh- 
ter was almost cut to pieces. The Coroner 
ordered the bodies removed to their late 
home, and Mr. Hauran and the other grand- 
daughter were taken to near-by residences. 

Dr. Palmer was an old resident of Keans- 
burg, and was about fifty-five years of age. 
The name of the granddaughtér who es- 
caped with her life is Miss Debbie Palmer. 
She was badly shaken up and received nu- 
merous cuts, but is not believed to be seri- 
ously hurt. Mr. Hauran and Miss Debbie 
Palmer will be removed to a hospital at 
Long Branch,

PARDONS BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Executive Clemency Exercised and 
Denied in Certain Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The President 
has granted pardons to George W. Holton 
of New-Hampshire, sentenced to three 
years’ hard labor for stealing Post Office 
funds; to Albert J. Ellis, aliag John Hard- 
ing, private, Battery L, Third Artillery, 
United States Army; ten'tenced to be dis- 
honorably discharged and to five years in 
the penitentiary for assault; to Joseph 
O’Leadry of the District of Columbia, sen- 
tenced to 210 days in jail for two cases of 
assault and carrying concealed weapons; 
to Manson L. Gilbert of New-York, a boy, 
convicted of breaking into a Post Office, 
half of whose eighteen months’ sentence 
is commuted, and to Joseph Jackson of 
Arkansas, sentenced to eight years’ im- 
prisonment for manslaughter. In the last 
case the Presidential clemency was induced 
by the fact that the convict was attempting 
a defense of his mother against a drunken 
husband, 

In order to restore citizenship, the Presi- 
dent has also pardoned G. W. White of 
Ohio, who served two years for making 
counterfeit coin, and Chris Hanson of Iowa, 
who had fifteen months’ hard labor for em- 
bezzling contents of letters. 

Applications for clemency were denied in 
the cases of Charles I. Murphy of North 
Carolina, embezzling letters, and Joseph 
and John Boyer of Illinois, counterfciters, 





A POINT IN BALLOT COUNTING. 


A Seggestion from a Republican State 
Committeeman, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 27.—Chair- 
man Goudy of the Republican State Com- 
mittee has written to Judges and Inspec- 
tors of Elections, advising them not to 
credit Bryan Electors with the aggregate 
vote cast for them under the emblems of 
the Populist and Democratic tickets. mis 

letter reads as follows: 

“The Australian ballot law was intend- 
ed to give to each voter the right to cast 
one untrammeled ballot, and to have it 
fairly counted. Because of fusion between 
the Democrats and Populists in Indiana, 
candidates for Electorg in the several dis- 
tricts of the State appear on the ballot 
under both the rooster and the plow, the 
Democratic and Populist emblems, re- 
spectively.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The President, 
in making three appointments in the Con- 
sular Service to-day, followed civil service 
reform principles, by making promotions 
from the lower grades in each instance. 
The vacancy at Windsor, Ontario, caused by 
the dismissal of Consul Thatcher, who in- 
sisted upon residing at Detroit, was filled 
by the appointment of Julius G. Lay of the 
District of Columbia, Vice Consul at Otta- 
wa; Samuel M. Simmons of Texas, Vice 
Consul at. Piedras Negras, Mexico, since 
1889, is promoted to Consul at the same 
place, vice Jesse W. Sparks, deceased, and 
John F. Valls of Louisiana, who has been 
twenty-five years in the service, is promoted 
to be Consul at Matamoras, Mexico,- vice 
John B. Gorman of Georgia, deceased. 





An Error Spoils a $100,000 Appeal.

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THOUSANDS HEARD MR. DEPEW. 


Some of the Things He Said at Two 
Mass Meetings, 


Chauncey M. Depew talked last night to 
10,000 persons, 7,000 of whom were in Dur- 
land’s Ridgng Academy in the Circle and 
the others in Lenox Lyceum. 

As soon as he stepped on the platform at 
Durland’s there was a shout: ‘“ What’s the 
matter with ‘the peach’? What’s the mat- 
ter with Chauncey? He’s ‘the peach.’” 
And when, in the Lenox Lyceum, Mr. De- 
pew had said, “ Ladies and—” there was a 
ery of “Three cheers for Chauncey, the 
peach,” and they were given by women as 
well as men, 

Timothy L. Woodruff, candidate for Lieu- 
tenant Governor, and Congressman Lemuel 
Ely Quigg were the other principal speak- 
ers. ; 

A brass band interrupted Mr, Depew when 
he began to talk in Durland’s. ‘I have 
been trying all my life,” he said, ‘‘ to speak 
against a brass band, but I have discovered 
that a brass band, like Bryan, has more 
wind than I have.” 

Here are some other things he said and 
that best pleased the audience in Dur- 
land’s: 

“The peculiarity about silver is that, 
when put in the blood it makes you blue.” 

“Mr. Bryan advocated free trade three 
years ago. He has made, since he was 
nominated, 4,379,004 speeches, but not once 
has he mentioned free trade. He bows to 
the command of the silver mine owners, 
who own him.” 

“I believe in 16 to 1. I believe in 16 
girls to 1 fellow, or, what’s better in my 
position, sweet sixteen all alone by herself. 
You needn’t laugh. I am not so old as I 
appear.” 

“Mr. Bryan has two speeches. One he 
makes in the West to the farmers, one to 
us. The one he made to us was a moving 
speech. It moved 13,000 people out of Mad- 
ison Square Garden.,’’ 

Mr. Depew said to his Lenox Lyceum 
auditors very little of the speech at Dur- 
land’s. These are some of his paragraphs: 

“There isn’t a man in this audience who 
can name ten Bryan men to save his soul.” 

“If there is a man on the New-York 
Central Road who wants to vote for Bryan 
and doesn’t because he says he’s afraid, 
if I find him out, I'll discharge him. If 
there is any man on the New-York Central 
Road above enother man, and who dis- 
charges that other man because he votes for 
Bryan, I’ll discharge the man who gave 
the discharge, and put back the man he dis- 
charged.” 

*“ When a man works by himself he’s a 
mass. When he hires a helper he’s a class. 
So ‘Joe’ Choate, who, because he tries his 
own cases and gets $200,000 a year, is a 
mass, and the poor devil of an attorney who 
has to hire Choate to help him out is a 
class.”’ 


REPUBLICANS CLAIM VIRGINIA. 





Predictions that It Will Give Its Vote 
for McKinley. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 27.—The Republic- 
ans and the sound-money Democrats are 
making tremendous efforts to swing this 
State into line for McKinley. Not only are 
these two elements straining every nerve 
to secure the Electoral vote, but they are 
perfecting the most carefully digested plans 
for electing Judge Lewis to Congress in this 
(Richmond) district. 

President M. E. Ingalls of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio has been in town all day in con- 
ference with National Committeeman Scott 
of West Virginia, Mr. Bowden of Norfolk, 
Col. Brady of Petersburg, Gen. Logan, the 
Chairman of the State Sound Money Com- 
mittee; Gen. Peyton Wise, and other lead- 
ers of the coalitionists. Mr. Ingalls is en- 
thusiastic over what he claims to regard 
as the rosy view of the situation in the 
country for the election of McKinley. Vir- 
ginia, he expresses confidence, will give its 
Electoral votes to the Republican candi- 
date for President. The majority, Mr. In- 
galls thinks, will be something like 10,000 
or 15,000. This (Richmond) district will give 
Judge Lewis, the Republican candidate for 
Congressman, 5,000 and elect him. 

In answer to an inquiry, the President of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio said there are 
about 5,000 men employed in Virginia by 
his company. Seventy-five per cent. of 
these, he estimated, will vote for McKinley 
and the Republican candidates for Congress. 
Mr. Ingalls claimed that his party will 
elect Congressmen in the Second, Third, 
Fifth, Ninth, and Tenth Districts. The 
Fourth he was not so certain about. He 
thought the time has come when the more 
conservative and intelligent people in Vir- 
ginia will not countenance any illegal meth- 
ods in the conduct of elections.

NOGALES, Arizona, Oct. 27.—A bullfight 
with fatal results occurred at Nogales, 
Sonora, Mexico, yesterday, and for a short 
time caused a panic among the spectators. 
One of the bulls became more enraged than 
usual at these rather tame fights, and 
ranted about the arena, goring everything 
within its reach. A horse was disem- 
boweled, and a picador, José Angulo, in 
an attempt to place a thorn in the side of 
the wild animal, was caught on one of its 
long horns, which pierced him like a sword.

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AN ALLEGED BURIAL ALIVE. 


Remarkable Story that Comes from 
an Aiaska Mining Camp. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 27.—A tale of liv- 
ing inhumation comes from Juneau, Alaska, 
in a letter received by George P. Wirtz of 
this city. The alleged victim of the cruel 
death was Carlton F. Wells, who left South- 
ern Oregon almost two years ago for the 
Arctic gold fields, where it is said he suc- 
ceeded in accumulating $20,000, when he 
was, to all accounts, stricken with heart 
disease last May. 

Just prior to Wells’s apparent death he 
forwarded the bulk of his little fortune to 
his wife, now living in Trenton, N. J., 
whither he was bound when death overtook 
him. A little more than a month ago the 
undertaker who buried Wells received a let- 
ter from his widow asking that the remains 
be exhumed and shipped east for permanent 
interment. The instructions were in process 
of being complied with when a ghastly dis- 
covery put a stop to their execution. When 
the coffin containing Wells’s almost de- 
composed body was opened inspection 
showed beyond any doubt that Wells had 
awakened from a deathlike trance after 
burial. This impression was accentuated 
by the fact that in the skeleton of his right 
hand was clutched a gutta percha plate 
bearing three false teeth, which, in his 
agony, Wells must have torn from his 
mouth. 

Near the place where his right jaw rested 
in the coffin was also found a plain gold 
ring, which the dead man had worn on his 
fourth finger of the right hand. In view 
of this terrible discovery the undertaker 
and the doctor who had attended Wells de- 
cided not to send the remains east. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 27.—Nothing could 
be learned here of the identity of Mrs. Carl- 
ton F. Wells, wife of the man who is sup- 
posed to have been buried for dead while 
still alive at Juneau, Alaska.

THE GREAT UPWARD TENDENCY. 
“” SEEMS TO BE BROKEN. 


The Grain Fell Two and a Half Cents 
in the Chicago Market Yesterday 
—Caused by the Report of an In- 
crease in the Visible Supply and 
Discouraging Foreign Reports—In 
St. Louis and San Francisco a 
Marked Decline. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—Failure of Liverpool 
to respond to our recovery of yesterday 
controlled sentiment in the wheat pit at 
the opening to-day, and it was entirely in 
consideration of this that prices were lower. 


No excitement attended the start, but an 
apprehensive feeling was noted. Any vio- 
lent fluctuations in either direction would 
Probably bring out heavy orders both to 
buy and sell. December wheat opened from 
70% to 69%, advanced to 70%, and at the 
expiration of the first half hour was hold- 
ing at 70%, % to % cent under the closing 
price of yesterday. é 

A few moments before noon, the wheat 
market became weaker on the prospect of 
Bradstreet’s showing a large increase in 
the world’s available supply. On this break 
December sold at 68%, or within a fraction 
of 2 cents under yesterday’s close. The 
trade was still only moderate, with scat- 
tered holdings coming out. 

Bradstreet’s report on the world’s stocks 
fulfilled anticipations, an increase of 5,920, 
000 bushels being given. The force of 
the weakening power of this item of news 
was not instantly felt, but when it wags 
well exploited, there was a unanimous 
selling movement, touching 68% cents. Tha 
buying against puts sustained prices, and 
even caused a partial rally, but the dis- 
couraged tone was prominent, even on tha 
recoveries. The final moments of the ses- 
sion developed nothing new in the situa- 
tion, the market rallying and closing on 
the puts. The range on December to- 
day was between 70% cents and 68% cents, 
and the close, at 68%, cents, was 2 cents 
to 24% cents under yesterday. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 27.—Trading in Dea 
cember wheat was exceedingly dull at the 
Merchants’ Exchange this morning, on acs 
count of the lower cables and lack of fa- 
vorable domestic advices. December wheat 
opened at 73% cents, and steadily declined, 
until at the close of the first half hour 
of business it touched 72% cents, with 
barely a dozen transactions reported. The 
market continued lifeless, and in the 
hour from 10 to 11 o’clock but few trades 
were made. December wheat hovered 
around 72% cents, and at 11 o’clock the 
price quoted was 72% cents. 

The market was without feature during 
the last hour of trading, and drepped 
steadily with each succeeding trade, until 
the close, when December wheat was 
quoted at 715g cents and 71% cents. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 27.—The 
wheat market was still lower this morn- 
ing, options falling off 2 cents, up to 10:30 
o’clock. December opened at $1.31, and 
closed at $1.29%. May opened at $1.34%, 
and closed at $1,33%. December wheat 
declined % cent, and May % cent at the 
final morning session. 





WHEAT LOWER IN EUROPE, 


It Dropped Steadily All Day in the 
Liverpool Market. 


LIVERPOOL, Oct. 27.—The wheat market 
opened higher, in sympathy with yester- 
day’s closing in America, falling away upon 
selling orders and poor milling demand. 
Larger arrivals and a cessation of outside 
speculation weakened it still further, the 
weak bulls realizing freely, and values de- 
clined 2d. below the opening. The lower 
level of prices stimulated buying, and 
toward the close the market rallying 444., 
finally closed at 1d.@144d. lower. There was 
an active business, covering 170,000 quar- 
ters. $ 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—Reports of the Con- 
tinental wheat markets have been received 
at the London offices of ‘The United Asso- 
ciated Presses to-day as follows: 

Antwerp—Wheat inactive and nominally 
unchanged, but there must be lower prices 
before any business can be done. The de- 
mand is poor, and consumers and importers 
are becoming more willing to consider 
counter offers, 

Paris—Flour and wheat opened un 
changed, but became weak later in the day, 
and there was a further weakness still 
later, owing to heavy tenders. 

Marseilles—The market to-day was at @ 
_standstill. Buyers and sellers will not deai 
until the market becomes more settled. 

Berlin—The market opened unchanged.

THE RISE IN WHEAT JUSTIFIED. 





It Is Due to Natural Causes and Not 
to Speculation. 

LONDON, Oct. 27.—Mr. Philip B. Skelton, 
Secretary of the Old Corn Exchange in 
Mark Lane, in an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the United Associated Presses 
to-day, said in regard to the recent rise in 
wheat: 

“TI certainly think the demand genuine 
and the rise justified. A reaction is prob- 
able, but it will be only temporary and 
caused by people having stock on hand 
being induced to rush to sell. A number of 
cargoes are already on their way to India. 
Everybody is waiting. The shortage of corn 
and wheat in India will compel purchases. 
The fall in prices to-day was in sympathy 
with the foreign markets. I believe that 
there will be wheat enough brought to 
market in the next six months to supply 
the necessities of the world. The absence 
of the surplus of former years has stimu- 
lated trade. The statements which have 
been made that there is a manipulation of 
the market to support the Presidential can- 
didacy of McKinley in the United States 
is absolute nonsense. Indecision is sure 
to characterize the markets until confirma- 
tion is received that India and other coune 
tries have no reserve. as upon former occae

In an article on the demand for wheat 
and the supply of that cereal, The Daily 
Telegraph says: 

“The stock of foreign wheat at the prin- 
cipal British ports, it is said, would not 
suffice to feed the céuntry for a fortnight. 
The slight fall in American exchanges on 
Saturday gave the English markets a down- 
ward tendency, but it is the opinion of one 
of the best-known corn factors in Mark 
Lane that American wheats will speedily 
rise with a bang, and that by Christmas 
prices will be much further enhanced. Dur- 
ing the recent excitement speculation in 
England and America was ¢arried beyond 
reasonable bcunds, but in the market the 
opinion is positive that at least a proportion 
of the rise willbe retained, and that the 
— oe low prices is for the time being 
ended.”’ . 

The Evening Standard says that the ten- 
dency in wheat is for higher prices, adding: 
“The failure in India will divert California 
and Australian wheat from Europe there. 
Only the tremendous effort in the United 
States to hurry wheat across the Atlantic 
in exchange for gold prevented. a much 
greater incréase in prices, and when the in- 
rush is past there will be a further rise.” 


A Good Thing for the Farmers. 

SEATTLE,. Washington, Oct. 27.—An aft- 
ernoon paper has compiled information 
showing that the farmers of Eastern Wash- 
ington have, since the recent rise in wheat, 
sold 15,000,000 bushels at an average price 
of 60 cents, the crop netting about §3,500,- 
009 more than last year. This season the 
farmers were enabled to borrow money on 
warehouse receipts which enabled thém to 
hold their wheat until the rise. 





TRADE WITH GERMANY. 


Agent Carpenter’s Advice to Ameri- 
enn Manufacturers, 


The United States Commercial Agent at 
Furth, Bavaria, H. C. Carpenter, has just 
brought to the attention of the State De- 
partment at Washington the lack of atten- 
tion paid to the introduction of American 
goods to the German markets on the part of 
domestic manufacturers, 

He suggests that if manufacturers here 
would make a strong effort to introduce 
their productions into Germany, as the Ger- 
man manufacturers do to get their goods 
into America, there would be much larger 
markets for. American wares. 

Mr. Carpenter says: ‘ Our manufactur- 
ers are suffering from the idea that the 
meyit which our goods possess ought to be 
Sufficient to guarantee their purchase and 
Gesirability in any market.”’ 

He reports that during the three years of 
his Official service at the Port of Furth, not 
even one representative of any American 
industry has applied to him for information 
necessary to enable the manufacturer to 
introduce his~ goods in German markets 
but letters and circulars without number 
have been daily received by him, through 
the mails, from American manufacturers 
asking for lists of names. 

Although Ofticially designated as Com- 
mercial Agent, Mr. Carpenter states it is 
a mistake to imagine that he can enter 
into an active canvass on behalt of the 
productions of any individual American 
manufacturer. On the other hand, he is 
ever ready to introduce a representative 
of any industry operated in this country 
to German merchants, but he draws the 
line at introducing the merchandise. He 
declares that his position is not that of a 
promoter. 

Mr. Carpenter says that all fequests for 
‘nformation receive his careful attention, 
and he is perfectly willing at ail times to 

furnish whatever information there is at 
ais command, j 
The Commercial Agent calls attention to 
the fact that it is a useless waste of time 
and money to send circulars or other print- 
td mater to foreign markets. European 
nerchants do not de business through that 
medium. 

Mr. Carpenter states it is a fact that 
German manufacturers annually work 
every city from New-York: to San Fran- 
cisco, and from New-Orleans to St. Paul 
\n quest of business. 

The Agent at Turtle says that there 
sught to-day to be a market in Germany 
for many American products, and os there 
will be when steps are taken to gain it.” 
That Germatis' admit the superiority of 
American goods in given lines is proved 
by the fact that they imitate American 

atterns and workmanship as closely as 
is possible. 





ILLICIT DISTILLERY SEIZURE. 


Revenue Officers Make a Big Haul in 
This City. 


What may prove to be one of the most 
important illicit distilling seizures ever 
made in this city took place last Monday 
night at 87 Henry Street. Wolf Goldstein 
and Isaac Heyman have been held in $2,500 
bail each in connection with the seizure. 

They were found upon the premises where 
the still was situated, and when arrested 
by the United States officials had nothing 
to say. Two complete distilling outfits were 
seized by the officers, one of which was in 
full operation. 

The distilling plant was not of the or- 
dinary sort. There were details in its com- 
position which showed preparation for ex- 
tensive operations. The drip-pans were large 
and there were two fully equipped stills to 
afford drippings to the drip-pans. j 

When Revenue Agent Brooks and his as- 
Sistants appeared in the basement, where 
the illicit manufacture was conducted, 
there was a scurry and a frou-frou of skirts 


of half a dozen or so of women, who were | 


there. The internal revenue officers did 


not follow the women, with the exception 
of one, and she will probably be an im- 
ortant witness before Commissioner 
Shields, the Grand Jury, and the trial court. 

The officials say that hundreds of gallons 
of illicit whisky are sold in the saloons of 
the east side every day. This contraband 
liquor is carried about in tin receptacles 
hidden in gripsacks, shawls, and blankets 
done up in straps and in ordinary valises. 
The peddlers of the stuff sell it to saloons 
supposed to be reputable, and the liquid 
—raw sugar spirits in most part—is mixed 
in with legitimate liquor that is sold over 
the bars. 

Revenue Agent Brooks says that Gold- 
stein and his immediate followers are at 
the back of a big gang of illicit distillers, 
who peddle their wares in a small way indi- 
vidually, but in a large way collectively, 
through the east side. Other arrests, he 
intimates, will follow.

The Result of a Meeting of the Popo- 
cratic Executive Committee—Ab- 
sence of Campaign Funds De- 
plored—A~ Rose-Colored Dispatch 
to the National Chairman Assert- 
ing that the State Will Give 
Bryan $50,000 Plurality. 


There was a meeting of the Popocratic 
Executive Committee of the State Commit- 
tee in the Bartholdi Hotel yesterday.

CANTON, Ohio, Oct, 27.—The delegations 
were late in reaching Canton to-day. The 
first to arrive was a large one from the 
mountain counties of West Virginia and 
Maryland on the Baltimore and Qhio Rail- 
road. There were 600 farmers and a num- 
ber of business and professional men. About 
Seventy-five ladies from Martin’s Ferry ar- 
rived with the delegation. 

The next delegation came from Cleveland, 
and was composed of about 1,000 employes 
in the aggregate of the Upson Nut Com- 
pany, the Lampson Zessions Company, and 
the Peck, Stow & Wilcox Company. 

Pressing closely behind the Cleveland dele- 
gations were 500 workingmen from the 
Junction Iren and Steel Works at Mingo 
Junction, and Capt. W. J. Urquhart intro- 
dueed them in a few words to Major Me- 
Kinley, who addressed them from the stand 
in front of his lawn, touching on the tariff. 

A special train of Wagner sleeping and 
dining cars brought a delegation from Bos- 
ton and other New-England cities. The ex- 
cursion was under the auspices of The Bos- 
ton Herald. 

The delegation brought several gifts to 
Major McKinley. R. A. Soule of New- 
Bedford presented to him a large cut-glass 
punch bowl and some handsomely polished 
whales’ teeth; O. W. Holmes, on the part 
of the Salem Cogswell Republican Club, 
with ay golden witch spoon, and the women 
of Massachusetts, through Mrs. Emma 8. 
Almy, sent Major McKinley a twig from a 
pear tree planted in Danvers in 1630 by 
Gov. Endicott. A letter was read from the 
Governor of Massachusetts, wishing the 
delegation a pleasant journey, and another 
from Edward P. Shaw. 

A well-organized and interested delegation 
of women from Norwalk, Ohio, were the 
next callers. More than 300 were in line 
when they marched up the streets, accom- 
panied by a Reception Committee of Can- 
ton ladies. Bach woman in the delegation 
carried a red, white, and blue umbrella. 

The last delegation to-day was aspright- 
ly one, composed of about 300 members 
of the Underwriters’ Sound Money Club 
of Cleveland. bas, A. R. Manning was 
the spékesman. Major McKinley, in re- 
plying, said, in part: 

‘“*I do not know of any agency that has 
been more effective in its nature, or that 
has furnished more and better reasons for 
the maintenance of money and sound pol- 
icy than the insurance companies of the 
United States.

QUAY’S FIGURES STAND. 


He Adheres to His First Estimate of 
the Sound-Money Vote. 


Senator Quay was in charge at Republican 
Headquarters yesterday. He said that a 
further survey of the field had only con- 
firmed him in his first estimate of the 
vote for McKinley. 

Gen. Powell Clayton has received a num- 
ber of letters from what are known as 
the doubtful States of the South. ‘ The re- 
ports from Tennessee, West Virginia, Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, and North Carolina,’’ he 
said, “all indicate that those States will 
cast their Electoral votes for McKinley.”

They were also urged to pay heed'to th® 
suggestion made by the National Commit- 
tee, that an American flag should float above 
the spires of every church within the 
bounds of the country on Saturday, Nov. 1. 





CHAIRMAN HANNA’S APPEAL. 


He Has Issued an Address to Voters 
in Behalf of McKinley, 


CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—On behalf of the Re- 
publican National Committee, Chairman 
Hanna sent to-day his appeal, addressed 
to ‘* voters.”’ 

After impressing upon their minds the 
fact that the destiny of the Nation is in 
their hands, he advises them to calmly 
and carefully think before they vote in 


the seclusion of their booths, with their 
conscience as their only guide. He urges 
them to look upon the flag as they go to 
the polls and reflect on the cost of its 
preservation. 

They are reminded of the call to display 
the flag next Saturday, and are asked to 
let the National colors remain until after 
the election as an inspiration to voters 
and a universal expression of patriotism. 
Finally, patriotic voters are asked to “ se- 
cure for the great principles, good money, 
good government, and protection to your 
home and your flag, at least one other 
vote by individual effort, and ‘the women 
of the country are especially appealed to 
for effective work in this direction.” 





Thinks McKinley’s Election Sure, 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Oct. 27.—Senator 
Lindsay returned to-night from Tennes- 
see, where he made a series of speeches 
in the interest of sound money, under the 
auspices of the Palmer and Buckner Na- 
tional Committee. The Senator declined 
to state for publication his views on the 
genera result of the os election 
though to his personal friends he declared 
he had no doubt that McKinley would be 
elected by an overwhelmin majority.

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A GOOD RACE FOR 2-YEAR-OLDS 
AT MORRIS PARK TRACK. 


Lady Mitchell Won the Event Very 
Cleverly—The Friar Put the 
Champagne Stakes to His Credit 
and Argentina Captured the Fair- 
view—Riley Grannan, with an In- 
junction, Appeared at the Track 
and Was Admitted. 


A better-humored crowd than that which 
was at the Morris Park track yesterday it 
would be hard to find. The weather was 
perfect for the sport, and that sport was of 
avery good class indeed. Not even the ap- 


pearance at the track of that disturbing 
element Riley Grannan served to put any 
one in a bad humor, and the members of 
The Jockey Club appeared to be rather glad 
that Grannan had come, so that they might 
test the right of the club to exclude from 
the race courses undesirable people. Gran- 
nan appeared on atlviee of his counsel, Gen. 
Benjamin F. Tracy, who, by the way, is a 
member of The Jockey Club. He was ac- 
companied by his friend, Otis Harlan, an 
aetor, who is not at all averse to a bit of 
notoriety in the matter. Previous to going 
to the track /Grannan had secured from 
Judge Dykman of the Supreme Court an in- 
junction issued against the Westchester 
Racing Association and The Joekey Club to 
prevent them from interfering with his ap- 
pearance at the track and his enjoymént of 
the privileges accorded to others who pay 
their way into the inclosure. He had also 
an accompanying order of the court requir- 
ing the management to admit him to the 
grounds pending the argument on the in- 
junction, which is set for Saturday next, at 
White Plains. 

The race which excited the most interest 
among the horsemen was but the second on 
the card, a handicap for two-year-olds, at 
a mile, the longest distance the youngsters 
have been asked to go this year. It wasa 
sort of line as to what might be expected 
of the two-year-olds next season, when they 
will be competing for honors in the three- 
year-old classes. Eleven horses, none of a 
very high class, but all of which had won 
some sort of a race during the season, faced 
the starter. 

When the start was effected Trayant and 
Dye went away in front of the field, ana 
led the run u® the stretch to the new 
course, the rest of the lot being well 
bunched, with the exception of Miss Prim, 
who did not seem to be fit for racing, or 
else would not try to run. On the new 
track Dye began to falter and fell to the 
rear about as fast as he had gone to the 
front in the first quarter of a mile. All 


but Miss Prim were well bunched, and they 
came into the main track so that the race 
seemed to be a possibility for any one of the 
party except Dye or Miss Prim. When the 
horses were about half way down_ the 
stretch Littlefield cut loose with Lady 
Mitchell, who had always been in the lead- 
ing division, and, shaking off the rest of the 
crowd, she won the race in very clever 
style from Tragedian, who had about as 
easy a task beating the rest of the field. 
He was three lengths in front of Travline, 
who was a half dozen before any of the 
rest. It was a very pretty race and evoked 
the liveliest sort of enthusiasm. 

Hardly less interest was shown in the 
Champagne Stakes for two-year-olds, which 
was also run over the Withers mile, though 
the distance was an eighth of a mile less 
than that of the previous race. Nine took 
part in this dash, and Littlefield, who had 
won in the race before, managed to get 
home in front again, this time with The 
Friar, the imported colt of the Messrs. Mor- 
ris, of which so much had been exected in 
the Spring and Summer, and who has gen- 
erally failed to run up to anticipations, Di- 
vide and Hi Daddy were the,-pair that made 
the pace for the field. They were in front 
until the new track was reached, when 
Rhodesia was sent into the lead. Littlefield 
sat still on his horse until well into the 
stretch, when he again made play for the 
money, as hé had done with Lady Mitchell, 
and again with the same result. The Friar 
slipped home a rather easy winner by a 
length from Rhodesia, who beat the rest of 
the field by three lengths. Divide, Typhoon, 
and Challenger finished all in a ‘bunch 
heads apart, just behind the Keene filly. 

Tom Cromwell was all out at the end of 
the sixth race, which he won by the nar- 
rowest of margins from Merry Prince. Sa- 
pelo, with Sloane in the saddle, had led to 
the last sixteenth pole. There, when he 
had had enough of it, and was trying to 
stop, Belleport, who was also tired out, ran 
into him, and Sapelo had such a bad stum- 
ble that it was marvelous that Sloane was 
not badly thrown. He was unseated, but 
managed to catch hold of the horse’s neck 
in time to save himself. The horse also 
saved himself from a fall, and fortunately 
a bad accident was averted. The presence 
of the temporary fence alone saved the 
pair from a fall to the track. Sloane claimed 
a foul against Hirsch, who rode Belleport, 
but the latter was let off with a reprimand. 
Merry Prince came with such a rush at 
the time of the crowding that he managed 
to get within a short head of Tom Cromwell 
as the pair went by the judges. It was a 
tight fit for the men who had backed the 
winner at very short odds as “the best 
thing of the doy.”

IN ASSUMPTION, ILL. 





Several Men in the Procession Hit by 
the Missiles—One Person Badly 
Hurt—Antioch College Students 
Make an Attempt to “ Rotten- 
Egg” a Silver Orator at Yellow 
Springs, Ohio—His Speech Re- 
flected on Their President. 


ASSUMPTION, IIL, Oct. 27.—More trouble 
is expected here between Republicans and 
Democrats. 

The former are swearing vengeance on 
the latter for stoning their parade last 
night. As the column moved past some va- 
cant ground, shadowed by adjoining build- 
ings, there came upon it a shower of stones. 
A’ number of men in the ranks were hit, 
but James B. Abrams of Taylorville seemed 
to be the especial target. He was struck 
full in the face by one of the missiles and 
badly hurt. The marchers charged their 
assailants, but the latter escaped. Many of 
them are known, and numerous fights are 
expected should they appear on the streets.

SPRINGFIELD, Qhio, Oct. 27.—There was 
& most exciting time this afternoon at a 
political meeting at Yellow Springs, eight 
miles south, addressed by Allen O. Myers, 
John R. McLean’s old political partner. The 
trouble originated over Myers making a 
severe personal attack on President D. A. 
Long of Antioch College of that place. 
Long has been stumping extensively for the 
Republicans, and recently he and Myers 
have brushed elbows politically at meet- 
ings in this vicinity. Long is the man who 
gained wide celebrity on account of getting 
the five-hundred-dollar prize offered by 
Columbia College for the best essay on the 
money question. He was a Confederate 
soldier in the sixties, and Myers said he 
was a traitor to the North in war and now, 
in time of peace, was a traitor to the 
South, 

This stirred up a large body of male stu- 
dents present, who at a signal withdrew. 
They returned presently and took. up a 
position in the gallery. Myers had been 
watehing things. He said he saw that they 
had eggs for him, anyhow. He _ stopped 
speaking and, followed by about fifty men, 
made a rush for the gallery, saying: “I 
am going to the gallery to vindicate the 
right of speech.” 

The leader of the students was seized 
and ejected, and the others fled. President 
Long took the floor and asked for order. 
Quiet was restored and Myers resumed. 
Mr. Long challenged Myers to a debate, 
which may take place soon. The citizens 
of the place regard it as providential that 
no blood was shed. 





EXPLANATORY TO WORKERS. 


Leaders of Railroad Men Opposed to 
Free Silver Coinage. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—The Republican Na- 
tional Committee to-day gave out the fol- 

lowing: 

To the Workingmen of the United States: 

To refute a false statement, as we sin- 
cerely believe it to be, and correct an im- 
pression that our friends and acquaintances 
may have formed concerning our signa- 
tures to a campaign document going the 
rounds of the press and circulated broad- 
cast on the streets, entitled ‘‘ Proclama- 
tion,” in which we are made to appear that 
we are in favor of free silver at any-ratio, 
and substantially the establishment of. two 
standards of money, contradictory as the 
terms may be, we wish to be recorded by 
all who are interested in our position as 
being emphatically and unequivocally 
against any such measure, but are for the 
sound-money plank promulgated by the 
Republican Convention at St. Louls. 

Our signatures were obtained nearly three 
years ago to a document pretending to be a 
‘“*memorial’’ to Congress, then in session, 
which, in our belief and memory, was a 
much milder paper than is the ‘“‘ Proclama- 
tion” referred to. And no matter what our 
opinions may have been on the money ques- 
tion at the time of our signing the me 
morial nearly three years ago, we have 
learned enough since on the subject to war- 
rant us in denouncing the attempt at free 
coinage of silver at sixteen to one, believ- 
ing it to be directly against the interests of 
labor, and also believing that under a con- 
dition of free coinage this country will be 
subjected to one of the most frightful 
panics that any country in this world has 
ever seen. Our belief in this statement is 
strengthened by an admission made by 
William J. Bryan, candidate for President, 


in a recent speech in the Northwest, where- 
in he is reported to have said that he 
thought that a free-silver condition would 
bring, for the present, stagnation and 
panic, but from which in four years we 
would recover. 

We do not believe that this country can 
stand an additional four years of misery 
and distress, and are therefore opposed to 
the sentiments contained in the aforesaid

CORONER MILES AT SEA. 


Admits That He Has Not Cleared Up 
the Andrus Mystery. 


YONKERS, Oct. 27.—Coroner Miles has 
been forced at length to make a statement 
on the Hamlin J: Andrus case. Some hints 
thrown out by him have implicated certain 
members of the Andrus family, and publi¢ 
sentiment demanded a plain statement of 
any facts in the possession of the Coroner. 

Mr. Miles’s statement, which he gave out 
this afternoon, was really a confession. 
He said he had no suspicion as to who: was 
the murderer of Mr. Andrus. He claims 
that he did not promise to clear up the 
mystery, but merely promised to do the 
tbest he could. He said he never had any 
suspicion against Hiram Andrus, even when 
Mr. Mallison, the electrical expert, declared 
that all wires in the celler had been put up 
by the same person. 

Coroner Miles is being criticised on all 
sides for the manner in which he has con- 
ducted his investigations, and it had beep 
freely claimed that he was endeavoring to 
help his campaign for re-election. The police 
claim he has hampered them by keeping 
from’ them all evidence he has discovered. 
Chief Mangin has not hesitated to declare 
that he did not like the actions of his broth- 
er official. 

It now looks as though the case would 
never be satisfactorily cleared up. No de- 
velopments are looked for until the inquest, 
which is set for Thursday. It is believed 
the case will then be allowed to go on 
record as one of accident. 

The boy, Louis McLeod, is still detained at 


Police Headquarters, and at night is taken 
to the Getty House, where he is allowed 
to sleep. He is constantly in the custody 
of an officer. He was visited by his mother 
this morning, but she had difficulty in see- 
ing him. She finally stated that the boy 
knew nothing of the matter, and that if she 
had the money she would engage a lawyer 
to secure his release. 

Mr. Pinkerton called this afternoon to seé 
Chief Mangin, and the two had a private 
conference. The Pinkerton men scatter 
themselves about town, and act very mys- 
teriously, but they do not seem to have age 
complished anything of importance.

THE MAKE-UP OF THE HOUSE 


PROBABILITIES AS TO CONGRES- 
SIONAL ELECTIONS. 


Republicans Likely to Have a Major- 
ity of About 100 in the Lower 
Branch of Congress—Indications 
that the Populists Will Make 
More of a Showing than in the 


Present Congress — Democratic 


Strength Estimated at 105. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Weighing the 
confidence of the Republicans with the 
claims of the Democrats, and giving some 
attention to the comments of men who are 
acquainted with the conditions in the States 
and who are not naturally disposed to mis- 
represent, the outlook is that the Republic- 
an majority in the Fifty-fifth Congress, in 
the Fouse of Representatives, will be not 
far from 100, 

Without exactly defining the stripe of 
some of the fusion candidates who seem 
likely to be chosen, it is plain that if the 
Republicans drop twenty-one of the mem- 
bers they hold in the present House the 
Populists will pick up fifteen of them and 
the Democrats get only six. It Was ap- 
parent at the beginning of the campaign 
that one result of fhe election would be the 
gain of the Populists, and it was believed 
the gain would be at the expense of the 
Democrats—a theery not quite supported by 
the canvess. 

Many reports from careful observers in 
Indiana, Illinois, Louisiana, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Ohio, and Virginia were considered 
in making up the table herewith presented, 
showing approximately the make-up of the 
next House. In the States mentioned, how- 
ever, and in districts which it is believed 
will give majorities for McKinley, personal 
Objections are quoted against candidates, 
and these, if the popularity of Bryan is 
underestimated, will make the delegations 
stand better for the Democrats; but there 
is small probability that the canvassers are 
uniformly mistaken in all the States. 

There is a difference of opinion among 
Republicans about Delaware. Some of them 
believe Willis, the Republican candidate for 
Congress, will be successrul, and Edgerton, 
the Populist Secretary here, has justified 
this belief in a table given for publication 
in which he does not claim the vote of Del- 
aware for Bryan. 

The Republican Congressional Committee 
expects to secure a larger number of mem- 
bers of the House than is given in the 
table below. But they are prepared, as all 
persons should be, to discover that the 
Republican and Populist fusion in Texas 
has not held together as well as was hoped, 
and that there has been too much confi- 
dep in Republican strength in Missouri. 
The Democrats may secure all of the mem- 
bers from Texas, except one Republican.

SMITH M. WEED ON BRYAN, 


Wis Address Before a Sound Money 
Meeting in Plattsburg. 


PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Oct. 27.—At a 
meeting in the interest of sound money to- 
night the principal speaker was Smith M. 
Weed, for years one of the most prominent 
Democrats of the State. There was a 
large crowd present, Republicans and sound- 
money Democrats uniting in the organiza- 
tion of the meeting. Mr, Weed spoke, in 
part, as follows: 

“I have always been a Democrat, and I 
am a Democrat now. The Bryanites have 
left the time-honored tenets of the party 
and a lot of Populists have taken posses- 
sion of the Democratic Conventions—stolen 
the livery of Democracy to serve Populism 
and all that that implies. Three months 
ago I was a Democrat in good standing; so 
was Cleveland and his Cabinet and. hun- 
dreds of thousands of others who had al- 
ways been Democrats and fought within 
the ranks of the party, who stood then and 
stand now where Jefferson, Jackson, and 
Tilden stood. We are in accord with the 
Democratic Convention of this State, a 
convention *tthat unanimously resolved for 
honest money. I have not changed a jot 
or tittle. I stani where I stood three 
months ago, and where the Democratic 
Party has stood since its beginning—for 
honest money, for respect and reverence

North, no South, no East, no West. Yet 
to-day I and all the old-time Democrats 
who stand with me are out of the Bryan 
camp. 

“I was present at the Chicago Conven- 
tion, the first convention I had attended 
for years. I saw and heard these people 
and heard from their own lips what they 
meant. I saw and heard Bryan, Altgeld, 
Tillman, and the rest of the wild Populists 
and Socialists in tha. convention, and I 
knew that they and their platform meant 
repudiation, dishonor to us as a Nation, 
hatred, envy, and jealousy of citizen against 
citizen, and of section against section of 
this country. Since I have read the

WAGES AND PRICES IN CHEAP- 
MONEY COUNTRIES. 


In Brazil as Paper Milreis Depreciate 
Prices Rise and Wages A-ivance 
Sometimes but Not Always—Min- 
ister Thompson Writes to the 
State Department—Silver and Cop- 
per Persia—Spanish Wages De- 
crease in Buying Power. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Reports on 


money and wages from United States diplo- 
matic and consular officials abroad con- 
tinue to pour into the Department of State 
in response to Secretary Olney’s July cir- 


cular asking to know the experience of 
foreign nations with the currency problem. 

Minister. Thompson, in a dispatch from 
Rio, says: 

“There has been no material change in 
the monetary system of Brazil recently, al- 
though every effort is being made to again 
reach a metallic basis. The constantly ma- 
turing. obligations of the Government 
abroad and the large imports and returns on 
foreign capital invested here make Brazil 
a large debtor nation. 

“In addition, deficits are constantly oc- 
curring in the fiscal affairs of the Govern- 
ment, and notwithstanding the burdensome 
tariff duties, it seems almost impossible to 
bring about a balance in the revenues and 
disbursements, 

“The recent change in the form of gov- 
ernment and the unfortunate disturbances 
that followed have no doubt contributed in 
a great degree toward the present unsatis- 
factory condition of the national] finances. 
There can be no doubt that within the last 
seven years, or since the proclamation of 
the republic, manufacturing as well as ag- 
riculture has made enormous strides. 

The Explanation. 

“This can only be attributed to the de- 
velopment of a new and wonderfully rich 
country. It is attributed by many, among 
whom is the President of the republic, to 
autonomy granted the States under the Fed- 
eral Constitution. This appears to be a 
reasonable solution, and no one for a mo- 
mert would assign it to the increased but 
depreciated volume of currency.” 

Minister Thompson finds it impossible to 
answer the questions of the department 
relating to wages and prices, as no statis- 
tics are available. 

“In general, however,’”’ he concludes, “I 
may state that the value of labor, as ex- 
pressed in milreis, is being advanced as 
the milreis depreciate in value, although 
the cost of necessities, especially such as 
are imported, must necessarily advance 
with every fall in its exchange value. 

“It is not unusual, I understand, to find 
labor receiving now the same wages that 
were paid when the milreis were quoted at 
12d. and 14d., which to-day has dropped to 
9d. Brazil has adopted the gold standard, 
but paper alone is in circulation.” 


Afraid to Risk Capital. 


Consul General Tyler, at Teheran, con- 
cludes his report upon the trade and indus- 
tries of Persia with the following para- 
graph: 

“The disorganized state of the currency, 
following the depreciation of silver, and an 
extravagant coinage Of copper, has placed 
the trade of the country in a very unsettled 
condition. .Only those who, from long ex- 
perience, can, within certain lmits, fore- 
cast the fluctuations of the future, have 
the courage to risk their capital where the 
probabilities of loss are so many. 

“If the problem of restoring the former 
equilibrium is to be solved, it seems that 
it will have to be done with foreign capital 
and intelligence.” 

Persia has a fluctuating silver standard. 

H. Clay Armstrong, Jr., in charge of our 
legation in Spain, makes a very voluminous 
reply. He says that the bimetallic system 
prevails in theory, the Bank of Spain, 


which is a copy of the Bank of France, 
holding one-half of its cash reserve for the 
payment of its notes in gold and the other 
half in silver, yet, of gold in actual circu- 
lation there is none. The per capita circu- 
lation is $23.75, of which $11.32 is based on 
metallic coinage. Mr. ArmStrong says: 

Here, in other words, the fact has 
been demonstrated that, as in the physical 
world, two bodies cannot occupy the same 
space in the same time, so in the mone- 
tary world the two metals cannot cover 
the same commercial field at the same 
time, both filling the place of a basis of 
v2lue.”’ 

Effect Like urto a Tariff, 


As to the effect on industries of the 
Spanish financial condition, the report says 
that, so lar as manufacturing is concerned, 
the present low rate of exchange and con- 
sequent higher prices paid for foreign 
manufactured articles may have caused 
some expansion of industries already es- 
tablished, and assisted others in their es- 
tablishment, for the manufactured article 
made from Spanish raw material. 

in other words, the depreciation of cur- 
rency has had something like the effect 
of a protective tariff, and that is par- 
ticularly true of some mining enterprises, 
which pay the same wages to employes 
while selling their product at an increased 
valuation. 

There has been no material decrease or 
increase in wages, though there has been 
a diminution in the purchasing power of a 
day’s wage of 12 to 15 per cent. to meet 
the inevitable advance in prices caused 
by this kind of protection. Agricultural 
laborers receive from 30 to 40 cents per 
day and feed themselves; skilled laborers 
have had their wages slightly raised. 

The National Mint at Madrid is open 
for the free coinage of gold. The coin- 
age of silver and copper, however, is a 
State enterprise, the metal being bought 
by the Director of the Treasury at the 
current prices. The coinage is then abso- 
lutely restricted by the will of the Goy- 
ernment. 


GOOD WORD FOR STEVENSON, 


Bryan Praises the Vice President in 
a Speech at Bloomington, 


BLOOMINGTON, IIL, Oct. 27.—Mr. Bryan 
began his speechmaking to-day a little 
after midnight, when he was called out of 
his car at Carlinville Sy the persistent and 
vociferous demands of a crowd of 500 per- 
sons. He spoke at Lincoln at 7 o’clock. In 
this city he addressed an audience of about 
10,000. 

Vice President Stevenson introduced him, 
and in his introductory speech said: 

‘““We have kept the faith, we have not 
departed from the traditions of the fathers; 
we preserve the ancient Democratic land- 
marks, and the landmarks of all parties up 
to the assembling of the St. Louis Conven- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Bryan, in his speech, said: 

“T find special gratification in being per- 
mitted to speak’to the people of Blooming- 
ton, for this is the home of the Vice Presi- 
dent of the greatest nation on God’s foot- 
stool. We who have been keepers of the 
Democratic faith love Adlai Stevenson. not 
only for what he is, but we love him be- 
cause he is all we have left of the last Na- 
tional Democratic ticket.

‘If you have any doubt as to the Democ- 
racy of our position on the money question, 
I want you to read what the Republican 
candidate for the Presidency said yesterday.

MR, SHEEHAN’S MANIFESTO. 


His Final Address to Voters—Charges 
Coercion and Intimidation, 


These are the days of “final addresses ’”’ 
to the voters from the different political 
leaders, and John C. Sheehan, the executive 
head of Tammany Hall, issued his yester- 
day. It was addressed to the “ Voters of 
the City of New-York,” and follows: 

‘But a few days remain of the present 
canvass, the result of which, in my opinion, 
will be more important to the American 
people than any contest that has ever 
taken place in the history of our country. 

“The people of the United States are en- 
gaged in a struggle to preserve popular 
government. They have opposed to them 
all the moneyed interests of the country, 
every monopoly, every trust, every syndi- 
cate, and every combination of wealth. 

“Trusts, monopolies, syndicates, and com- 
binations have been so much favored by 
legislation in the past that they have come 
to look upon themselves as the real rulers 
of this Republic. They fear the result, 
knowing that if William Jennings Bryan 
is elected every anti-trust law upon the 
statute books will be rigidly enforced. For 
this reason, no effort will be spared by them 
to defeat a result which will prevent a con- 
tinuance of the special privileges they have 
enjoyed in the past. 

“Employers of men in this city not satis- 
fied with the methods pursued to force their 
employes to vote for the Republican candi- 
dates, are going still further, and are actu- 
ally compelling them to participate in the 
so-called Republican parade on Saturday 
next. The purpose of this parade is not so 
much to boom McKinley in this city as to 
create a sentiment against the Democratic 
candidates in the West. 

“It is their intention to make this parade 
most imposing. All the large manufactur- 
ing establishments and stores that employ 


a vast number of people, the insurance 
companies, the banks, the trust companies, 
and corporations of all kinds are closing 
their places of business on that day, cov- 
ertly ordering their employes 40 take part 
in the parade. There are thousands of men 
who will join in this procession who are 
in sympathy with the .Democratic candi- 
dates, 

“In submitting to such a system of tyr- 
anny these employes are adopting the only 
wise course open to them. A refusal to 
march on this day is certain to mark them 
for dismissal immediately following the 
election. Having others depending upon 
them for support, they should comply with 
the request of their employers, no matter 
how unjust or unreasonable the demand 
may be. If insisted upon, they should even 
wear McKinley buttons as well as parade. 
On Tuesday next they will have the power 
to resent this insult to their manhood and 
to the American people. On that day, re- 
moved from the influence of their employ- 
ers, they can mark the cross in the circle 
underneath the star, and thereby more em- 
phatically express their opposition to a 
system of illegal interference with their 
rights as citizens. 

“Voters of New-York, do not be led 
astray by any emblem that you may see 
over the name of ‘ National Democracy.’ 
There is but one Democratic candidate for 
President of the United States, and but 
one Democratic ticket bearing the names 
of Bryan and Sewall; they are printed un- 
derneath the five-pointed star. 

“Let this be impressed strongly upon 
your mind. Do not attempt to split your 
ticket. Vote a straight Democratic bal- 
lot; make a cross mark in the circle un- 
derneath the star, in order that no ex- 
cuse can be made by antagonistic In- 
spectors of Election to throw your vote 
away. 

“The star is the Democratic emblem; the 
circle underneath that star is where your 
cross mark should be. 

“Citizens of New-York, without regard 
to party, who believe in American man- 
hood, and who are opposed to coercion and 
intimidation, place your mark there as a 
rebuke to men whom accident has given 
more money than you, and made them 
your employers.

to vote or refrain from voting at any elec- 
tion, or to vote or refrain from voting for 
or against any particular person or per- 
sons, or for or against any proposition sub- 
mitted to voters at such election. * * *’ 
‘Being an employer, pays his employes 
with salary or wages due in “‘payenvelopes ”’ 
upon which is written or printed any politi- 
cal motto, device, or argument, containing 
threats, expressed or implied, intended or 
calculated to influence the political oinions 
or actions of such employes, or within nine- 
ty days of a general election puts or other- 
wise exhibits in the establishment or place 
where his employes are engaged in labor, 
any handbill or placard. containing any 
threat, notice, or information that if any 
particular ticket or candidate is elected or 
defeated, work in his place or establishment 
will cease in whole or in part, his establish- 
ment be closed up, or wages of his employes 
reduced or other threats, implied or ex- 
pressed, intended or calculated to influence 
the political opinions or actions of his em- 
ployes, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and if a 
corporation shall, in addition, forfeit its 
charter.’ 

“ Voters, intimidation and coercion are go- 
ing on in this city; large stores and fac- 
tories are violating the provisions of this 
law. The regular Democratic organization 
of the City of New-York pledges itself in 
the words of the Chairman of the Demo- 
eratic National Committee, ‘That every 
scoundrel, whether public officer or private 
citizen, who is detected in any violation of 
the law shall be vigorously prosecuted and 
sent to the penitentiary if possible.’

Calvin Tompkins’s Letter of Accept- 
ance for Congressional Nomination. 


Calvin Tompkins, the National Democratic 
candidate for Congress, in his letter accept- 
ing the nomination, says:

But in 
voting the Republican ticket one of néces- 
sity brings his support to other doctrines 
and principles which are undemocratic. 

**Republicans believe Government should 
burden itself and others with the care of 
private interests. Honest Democrats oppose 
this paternal theory of Governmental over- 
sight and perceive in its application in the 
past many influences which have tended to 
bring about the present deplorable condition 
of the Democratic Party itself. The reit- 
eration of this principle finally poisoned the 
minds of many of the old party leaders, 
who, after having been. converted to Repub- 
licanism, betrayed their party to Populism.

The Lower Wall Street Business Men’s 
Association, which has always made a 
handsome display in big parades in past 
years, will not be behind in Saturday’s 
affair. Their banner is described by one of 
the members as the handsomest ever seen 
in this city. Members of the association 
wili carry yellow satin bannerettes, which 
will be fac similes of the large banner. 
The first company will be made up entirely 
of sound-money Democrats carrying letters 
of red, white and blue satin spelling the 
motto of the club, ‘‘ Country Before Party.”

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SILVER, WAGES, AND PRICES IN 
OTHER COUNTRIES, 

It is unfortunate that the reports pro- 
cured by the State Department concern- 
ing currency systems abroad as related 
to wages and prices, published three or 
four days ago, could not have been laid 
before the people at an earlier date, be- 
cause they contain so much valuable and 
instructive information affecting the 
dominant issue of the campaign. The 
department called for these reports on 
July 25, but they came in slowly. We 
shall not attempt here to summarize the 
contents of the volume’s 274 pages, but 
only to point out some of the conclu- 
sions and certain interesting parts of 
the testimony. 

With respect to prices, it is shown that 
there has been a general decline in the 
decade under consideration, 1886-1896, 
and it also appears that there has been 
an increase of wages in the countries 
which have either the single gold stand- 
ard or what is sometimes called a 
“double” standard with a gold reserve. 
Owing to the reduction of the cost of 
the necessaries of life and of the hours 
of labor, the increase of wages in these 
countries is not fully set forth by the 
figures representing daily payments. 

On the other hand, while an apparent 
increase is reported from certain coun- 
tries having the silver standard or a de- 
preciating paper currency, in terms of 
gold there has been a decrease, while at 
the same time the cost of supplies has 
risen. For example, the table of wages 
in Costa Rica shows a considerable in- 
crease for the decade in terms of the 
national currency, but a considerable de- 
crease in terms of gold, while another 
table exhibits a large advance during the 
same period in the cost of necessaries of 
life in terms of gold. The report from 
Chile points to similar changes, an ap- 
parent advance in wages having been in 
fact a considerable decline, while the 
cost of many ordinary supplies was ris- 
ing. “‘The general mass of employés,” 
Says the report, “have been compelled 
to suffer the effects of the depreciation 
of money without increase of compensa- 
tion.” 


“ Depreciated currency is best for the 
people,” says ex-Gov. Borzs of Iowa, and 
other prominent Bryanites are proclaim- 
ing the same doctrine. This book is full 
of evidence to the contrary. In the first 
place, the wages of workingmen in coun- 
tries on a silver or a paper basis are 
very low, even in terms of the currency 
in use, and when stated in terms of gold, 
or of the currency of the United States, 
they are reduced by one-half or even 
two-thirds. The Chicago workingmen 
who made an investigation in Mexico 
were enlightened as to this matter. The 
report from Argentina—which was pub- 
lished yesterday, not having arrived in 
time to be included in the yolume— 
showed how the great fluctuations in 
the currency of that country have made 
“every one a speculator” and affected 
business very injuriously. With respect 
to the wage earner, it says: 


“The workman found it very difficult to 
get an increase in his wages as gold ad- 
vanced. It required four years for him to 
es an average increase of 20 per cent. in 

is earnings, the increase in the gold 
premium averaging more than 50 per cent. 
for the same period. In the meantime, the 
merchant found it easy and profitable to 
increase the price of his goods, in keeping 
with the price of gold. Rents likewise in- 
creased, and as the prices of all commod- 
ities rose, the laborer found himself > 
being made r. Agitate as he would, 
he could not get his wages increased in any 
reasonable proportion to the increase in 
the premium on gold.” 


Such would be the experience of the 
workingmen in this country if the Bryan 
policy should be enforced by legislation. 

We commend to their attention the re- 
i port, in this volume, of Sir Atrrep Mo- 
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LoNEY, Governor of British Honduras, 
concerning the change from the silver 
standard to the gold standard in that 
country two years ago. As to conditions 
preceding this change, he says: 


“The chief causes for the change may be 
briefly summarized as the decline of the 
public credit, ihe instability of the value of 
the standard dollar as measured in terms 
cf gold, with its alarming and embarrassing 
depreciation, the abnormal and fitful rate 
of exchange, and the consequent derange- 
ment and uncertainty of trade. Thus pre- 
valled a constant worry and a bewildering 
uncertainty, which resulted practically in 
the conversion of legitimate trade into 
speculative gambling. The main burden fell 
upon the consumers, whose incomes, wheth- 
er fixed or as wages, had not correspond- 
ingly increased. These became discontent- 
ed and irritated.” 


The gold "standard has now been in 
use for nearly two years. How has the 
change affected wage earners? 


“The laboring classes, the backbone of 
the colony, have largely benefited as re- 
gards wages, the dollars now earned equal- 
ing the number formerly received by them 
in sols. {The sol, or Guatemalan silver 
dollar, was worth 50 cents in gold when the 
change took place.] Savings bank deposits 
have increased. The increased prosperity 
has been reflected in the vital statistics of 
the colony, as illustrated by the marked im- 
provement in the birth rate and the lower- 
ing of the death rate.” 


Mr. Bryan and Gov. ALTGELD would 
be very coolly received by the working- 
men of this colony, who have tried the 
silver standard and know something 
about it. 
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ORGANIZED AND PERMANENT. 

It has recently been announced, and on 
authority promptly denied, that a con- 
vention or general council of the Na- 
tional Democracy would be held in Chi- 
cago shortly after the election for the 
purpose of perfecting its organization. 
This unfounded story possesses no inter- 
est save as an indication that some Dem- 
ocrats who did not take part in or sym- 
pathize with the Indianapolis movement 
have come to the late conclusion that the 
National Democratic Party is permanent, 
vital, destined to do a great work, and 
altogether a desirable thing to get into. 

The National Democratic Party is al- 
ready completely organized. It has an 
energetic National Committee and a zeal- 
ous body of workers in more than two- 
score States. It has the instruments and 
the machinery of a fully equipped party. 
Its work in the present canvass has been 
as active and systematic as that of the 
McKinley or the Bryan organization. 
There is therefore no occasion for a con- 
vention of organization or of reorganiza- 
tion. Nevertheless, the desire of those 
Democrats, who misunderstood the move- 
ment at its beginning, to become now a 
part of it and to enroll themselves among 
its membership and management, is per- 
fectly intelligible. It does them credit. 
They will be welcomed none the less cor- 
dially and courteously because of their 
tardy coming. 

While the deep seriousness of the con- 
test now drawing to a close checks over- 
confident prediction, we think that the 
proportions of the victory over Bryan- 
ism and repudiation will surpass the ex- 
treme reckoning of even those who vent- 
ure to express what they confidently be- 
lieve. It is the habit of political tidal 
waves to outrun forecast. It is now as 
plain as noonday that the raising of Bry- 
AN’s disaster from the proportions of an 
ordinary defeat to the exemplary magni- 
tude of an annihilation must be credited 
to the solid, serious, untiring labors of 
the National Democratic organization. It 
has set up the standard of Democracy 
and rallied to the support of the familiar 
principles of the old party multitudes of 
Democrats who, but for the nominations 
and the platform of the Indianapolis Con- 
vention, would have voted for BRYAN or 
not at all. Beyond question McKINLEY’s 
vote has been directly augmented by the 
awakening appeals of the National Dem- 
ocrats. Many foes of Bryanism have con- 
cluded that a vote for McKINLEY was 
the most effective way of insuring its de- 
feat. In some States this may be true, 
and where the feeling has prevailed the 
National Democratic managers have not 
sought to influence sound-money Demo- 
crats into another way of thinking. But 
it must be remembered that the McKin- 
ley Democrats of this year will be the 
National Democrats of next and of fut- 
ure years. So, too, those Democrats all 
over the country who have been the 
dupes of the free-coinage theory will, in 
coming elections, return to their place in 
the only party that now upholds Demo- 
cratic principles. 

The National Democracy will perform 
a National service of incalculable value 
in making BrYAN’s vote small. It is in 
that way, rather than by increasing Mc- 
KINLEY’s vote, that a repetitibn of the 
Bryan experiment will be most effect- 
ually prevented. 








MAYOR WURSTER AND THE BRIDGE, 


Mayor WurstTeR of Brooklyn on Mon- 
day secured the passage of a resolution 
by the Bridge Trustees for the employ- 
ment of three engineers to report, in con- 
nection with Mr. MARTIN, on the feasi- 
bility of running the surface and ele- 
vated railways continuously across the 
bridge. His action has caused an out- 
burst of angry criticism and protest in 
Brooklyn for which we are at a loss to 
account. Apparently it is based on two 
points. One is that the scheme for bring- 
ing the trolley cars on the Fulton Street 
side closer to the bridge building has 
been postponed. The second is that either 
the engineers will agree on nothing or 
will agree on something that will ruin 
the bridge. 

The first point strikes us as insignifi- 
cant. The amount of inconvenience suf- 
fered by passengers in going to and from 
the bridge building and the Fulton Street 
trolleys is considerable, but it is a very 
small percentage of the total inconven- 
ience to which all bridge passengers are 
subjected, while it affects only a minority 
of those who use the bridge—the majority 
coming by other lines than the Fulton 
Street trolleys. There is perhaps no good 
reason why the percentage of inconven- 





ience should not be removed at once, but 
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it is a notorious fact that when the bridge 
administration has done or is doing a 
little thing for the public the larger 
things are apt to be neglected. If the 
Fulton Street trolley lines were now al- 
lowed to run close up to the doors of the 
bridge building, we greatly fear that the 
administration would feel itself so ex- 
hausted by that action that it would post- 
pone all other for a long time. It is 
better to postpone the less than the 
greater. 

As to the use of the bridge continuous- 
ly by surface and elevated railways, it is 
clearly an engineering problem. To refer 
it to engineers chosen one by the Mayor 
of Brooklyn, one by the Mayor of New- 
York, and one by Engineer MARTIN, who 
will himself act with them, seems to be 
the most logical, prudent, and efficient 
method of getting an adequate judgment 
on the problem. The experts may agree 
that the scheme is impracticable, and 
that would settle it. Or they may disa- 
gree, in which case another board could 
be employed. Or they may decide in 
favor of some definite plan, in which 
case an important step forward will have 
been taken. 

It is plain that, so far as this discussion 
is affected, the use of the bridge by foot 
passengers and teams may be disregard- 
ed. What Mayor Wurster desires is 
that railway travel across the bridge 
shall be made as easy, safe, and rapid 
as possible. He has gone the right way 
about securing that end. It will nct be 
denied that the end is desirable or that 
the present condition of things is intol- 
erable. Some of the danger that now 
exists will perhaps be removed when the 
improvements now under way are coni- 
pleted. Even that is open to doubt. 
There will be more platform room avail- 
able, and the platforms will be more rap- 
idly emptied. If the travel remains what 
it now is, there will be less risk to life 
and limb in boarding a bridge car in the 
busy hours than there is now. But the 
travel certainly will not remain what it 
now is. It will very greatly increase, and 
if every passenger by the bridge cars is 
to be taken and put off at the platfornis 
the increased facilities for handling wiil 
soon be outgrown. There is no hope of 
decent comfort and safety for :ny length 
of time if the bridge railway is to be kept 
a separate road, with a terminus at each 
end raised high in the air and confined 
to the platform area provided by the 
present plan. 

On the other hand, if the passengers 
over the bridge by rail are not trans- 
shipped at the approach, except the iew 
who are not brougnt by elevated roads 
or surface roads, the erowding of the 
platforms, with the tedious ascent and 
descent, ceases. If this is not feasible, 
then another bridge must be built, and 
the sooner the better. But we know of 
no more rational way of finding out 
whether it is feasible or not than by re- 
ferring the question to competent ex- 
perts. That is what Mayor WursTER has 
succeeded in getting done, and he de- 
serves the cordial thanks of every one 
who uses or would like to use the bridge. 





THE SAME EVIL SYMPTOM. 

It is reported from Albany that the 
“Platt machine Republicans” .of that 
city are displaying bad temper at the 
decision of the Court of Appeals which 
holds the Partisan Police act of last 
Winter unconstitutional, and that they 
threaten to “cut” the vote of Judge 
VANN as much as possible at the coming 
election because he concurs in the decis- 
ion. Wherein, we would ask, does the 
spirit of this threat differ from that 
which we lately had occasion to reprove 
in Dr. PARKHURST when he uttered slurs 
upon the court for its decision in the 
Police Inspector case, or from that ex- 
hibited by ALTGELD and BRYAN in their 
attacks upon the Supreme Court of the 
United States? 

The Albany Police act took the power 
of appointing the Police Commissioners 
from the Mayor of the city and gave it 
to the Common Council, but in so doing 
it in effect provided that two of the four 
Commissioners should be named by the 
Republican members of the Council and 
two by the Democratic members, and 
should belong to the same party as the 
Councilmen who selected them. This was 
the acknowledged effect and the acknowl- 
edged intent, the purpose being to estab- 
lish a bi-partisan. board independent of 
the Mayor. 

This was an infamous piece of legis- 
lation, quite apart from the question of 
its Constitutional validity. It disquali- 
fied any citizen of Albany who did not 
avow‘himself a Republican or a Demo- 
erat from holding the office of Police 
Commissioner, and it deprived any mem- 
ber of the Common Council who was not 
an avowed partisan from having any part 
in the choice of the Commissioners. All 
the members of the Police Board were re- 
quired to be partisans and to be selected 
by partisans virtually without any chance* 
of opposition. Two of them would al- 
ways have to be chosen by a minority of 
the Common Council and the other two 
might be. 

The court holds that such a minority of 
the Council is not a “local authority ”’ 
within the meaning of the Constitution 
and cannot be vested with the power of 
appointment. It also holds that the ex- 
clusion of any citizen who is neither a 
Republican nor a Democrat from all right 
to hold the office of Police Commissioner 
is a violation of the provision of the Con- 
stitution which prohibits requiring any 
“other oath, declaration, or test,” besides 
the prescribed official oath, “as a quali- 
fication for any office of public trust,” in- 
asmuch as the act plainly requires a po- 
litical test. 

The decision of the court, which sus- 
tains one rendered some months ago by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court at Albany, appears to us to be emi- 
nently just and proper, but whatever 
may be thought of it, there is no ques- 








sense of judicial duty in joining in it. 
In condemning it and threatening oppo- 
sition to Judge VANN in consequence of 
it the Platt Republicans are showing ‘he 
same spirit that has been displayed by 
certain labor-union men with reference 
to the case at Buffalo affecting the em- 
ployment of citizens on public work by 
contractors. They show the same spirit 
that was exhibited by the convention that 
nominated BRYAN in cond-mning the Su- 
preme Court of the United States for the 
income-tax decision. This is the same 
bad symptom of a disposition to subvert 
the safeguard of the judiciary when it 
stands in the way of partisan designs. 








MR, PLATT’S PLANS. 

The week before the election brings re- 
newed assurances of the election of the 
Republican candidate for the Presidency. 
In this State he is certain of a phenome- 
nal majority. In this Democratic city 
McKINLEY will poll more votes than 
BrYAN. There will be a Republican Gov- 
ernor and a Republican Assembly. There 
is to be a United States Senator elected 
in place of Davip B. Hitt, and there 
will be a report by the Greater New- 
York Commission to be acted upon. Next 
year there is to be an election of either 
partisans or non-partisans to fill the 
elective municipal offices. 

Mr. THomas C. Pratt is not indifferent 
to this comfortable prospect. But he is 
Silent. He has shown a gracious willing- 
ness to take the public into his confi- 
dence on other occasions. Can it be that 
he deems it the wiser policy to withdraw 
himself from public scrutiny until the re- 
sults of his quiet labors are secured in 
the Assembly and a Republican victory 
is scored in the city? 

In view of Mr. Puatr’s former frank- 
ness, it seems justifiable to ask these 
questions: 

Is it true that he proposes to use the 
Republican-Democratic and independent 
vote for McKINLEY in this city as a 
basis for demanding practical control of 
the municipal nominations next year? 

Is it true that he has pledged his 
pocket candidates for the Assembly to 
vote for a bill abolishing the State Civil 
Service Commission and vesting the 
power of examination and appointment 
in the heads of departments? 

Is it true that Mr. PLattT has exacted 
pledges from a sufficiently large num- 
ber of Assemblymen to insure his return 
to the United States Senate? 

Is it true, in short, that Mr. Puatr 
has been engaged in a secret and adroit 
manipulation of the revolt against Bry- 
anism for the purpose of securing abso- 
lute control of both the Assembly and 
the municipal offices of Greater New- 
York? 

The history of almost every patriotic 
movement reveals some cold-blooded in- 
triguer gauging the ebb and flow of pop- 
ular feeling and seeking to turn it to his 
own profit. Whether or not Mr. Puatt is 
likely to fail to utilize the opportunity 
offered by the feeling in this State 
agajnst Bryanism, those who are famil- 
iar with his career can judge for them- 
selves. It is impossible to believe that 
honorable Republicans will fail to real- 
ize that the majority in this city for 
McKINLEY will represent Democratic as 
well as Republican votes. Such Repub- 
licans will not point to the vote as an 
argument for partisan control of the 
next municipal nominations. Many of 
them have already proved their desire to 
divorce municipal affairs from party pol- 
itics. To Mr. PuattT politics is a very 
practical matter, and such useful equip- 
ments as control of the Assembly, the 
record of an overwhelming Republican 
vote in the city, and the spectacle of a 
demoralized Tammany will render him 
proof against any suggestions of a Com- 
mittee of Seventy or Committee of Fifty. 

A practical deduction from the obvi- 
ous facts is that it is not too early to 
consider again the formation of the 
much-talked-of municipal party. A well- 
equipped organization actually controll- 
ing votes is something practical. Next 
year Mr. Puatr will have little regard 
for committees, however respectable 
their membership may be. 








THE COMPRESSED-AIR MOTOR. 

The experiments that are being made 
and are about to be made with the com- 
pressed-air motor in this city give prom- 
ise of a new power to be applied to the 
traction of street cars which may dis- 
place all other, and if it prove successful 
is pretty sure to finish the use of the 
horse in that capacity. In fact, the com- 
pany engaged in supplying these motors 
and the appliances for charging them 
with compressed air has been through 
its own stage of experiment and regards 
the success of this mode of traction as 
assured. 

If it works successfully on our lines of 
street cars and on the elevated roads, 
the determining question will be that of 
economy. If the cost of operation, includ- 
ing interest on the first investment in 
“plant,” should be less than that of ca- 
ble and electric traction, there can be no 
doubt of the ultimate result. It may not 
displace at once the use of the cable and 
the tpolley where the expense of installa- 
tion has already been incurred, but it will 
prevent the further extension of those sys- 
tems and any costly renewal of worn-out 
plants. In this city, from whose built-up 
sections the trolley has been excluded, it 
will be a special boon in providing for ex- 
tensions and transfer lines where the 
horse still lingers. 

One great advantage of the new system 
lies in the fact that when once the ma- 
chinery for charging the cylinders with 
compressed air has been set up, each car 
can be put upon the track quite inde- 
pendent of any motive power except what 
it carries with it, being in that respect 
like the storage-battery electric car. It 
can travel on the same lines with cable 
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menting their service and displacing them 
gradually, as the consideration of conven- 
fence or economy may justify. If a motor 
can be used on the elevated roads which 
will draw a loaded five-car train over all 
the grades for the requisite distance and 
at the necessary speed, the locomotives 
can be displaced as rapidly as the sub- 

stitutes can be provided. 

Should compressed air prove to be the 
efficient and economical motive power of 
the future for street railroads, it will 
have the curious effect of superseding 
electricity before it is fairly out of the ex- 
perimental stage. It is less than ten 
years since electricity began to be ap- 
plied to any large extent in the propul- 
sion of street cars, and under the over- 
head trolley system it has had a rapid 
development. ‘The storage battery has 
not attained success in this field and the 
underground trolley has been applied 
only to a limited extent, but the hideous 
tangle of overhead wires has overspread 
cities like a cobweb and reached out into 
the surrounding country. If it is to be 
displaced, that will in itself be an ines- 
timable blessing, but we cannot say that 
electricity has reached its full develop- 
ment as a motive power. If, however, 
“the universal air” can be made to do 
the work at less cost, the career of elec- 
tric traction will be cut short. 
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HIS OPPONENTS. 


I read in the papers that in various insti- 
tutions of learning they are nearly all 
against me. My friends, if I should read in 
the paper that there was not a college pro- 
fessor, not a business man, not a man prom- 
inent in society who believed in what I am 
teaching, while I would believe in it I would 
still teach it. [Mr. BRYAN at Jacksonville, 
Ill., Oct. 26.) 


Mr. BRYAN has given his definition of 
“the business man” in that speech which 
is to be read at the Court Houses. “ The 
man who is employed for wages is as 
much a business man as his employer. 
The merchant at the cross-roads store is 
as much a business man as the merchant 
of New-York, The farmer is as much a 
business man as the man who goes upon 
the Board of Trade,” &c. And now he 
says that he would keep on talking silver 
if not one “‘business man’’—not one wage 
earner, not one farmer, not one cross- 
roads storekeeper—should agree with him 
about it. 

Perhaps he would. A candidate for the 
Presidency who has repeatedly adver- 
tised the fact that nearly all “ the insti- 
tutions of learning,” nearly all the news- 
papers in America, nearly all the clergy- 
men, and substantially all of the men 
connected directly or indirectly with 
banks and other financial institutions are 
openly and emphatically against him and 
his policy may be expected to do a great 
many queer things before the close of his 
career. 

What a curious thing it is that there 
should be running for the Presidency in 
the United States,"as the candidate of 
one of the old parties, a man who is con- 
tinually asking the people to bear in 
mind that the clergy, the institutions of 
learning, the press, the business men, 
and all the conservative and supporting 
forces of society are opposed to him! 








The newspapers of this city are prac- 
tically unarimous in opposing the Con- 
stitutional amendment which is intended 
to break down the defense of the 
Adirondack Forest Preserve raised only 
two years ago. Those in Buffalo, Roch- 
ester, and other cities have been add- 
ing their voice to the protest from New- 
York, and the word should be passed all 
along the line. The press of the State 
should make it known that this amend- 
ment comes from no popular demand and 
is opposed by all who have carried 
on the fight of past years for the pro- 
tection of the forests. It emanated from 
the lumbermen, who are anxious to get 
at the wooded lands owned by the State 
outside the preserve and who unfort- 
unately have an influential representa- 
tive on the Fish, Game, and Forest Com- 
mission. Let the word go forth to vote 
“No” on the Constitutional amendment. 
Put the cross mark in the square oppo- 
site that word, which will be the lower 
of the two squares on the small ballot. 








The Middle of the Road Populists in 
Kentucky have held a conference and 
published an address which Mr. Bryan 
and Chairman JONES can scarcely regard 
with complacency. ‘“‘Let us refuse,’ 
they say, ‘“‘to vote for BRYAN and his 
New-England plutocratic running mate, 
ARTHUR SEWALI-—the National banker, 
bondholder, and millionaire, the Mark 
Hanna of the Democratic Party, person- 
ification of all that is vicious and cor- 
rupt in American politics.” We suppose 
that they would like’ to vote for some 
Presidential candidate. Why shouldn’t 
they cast their ballots for PALMER and 
BUCKNER? 








The officers of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen set an example of 
candor and political honesty in stating 
now that, no matter what their opinions 
on the money question may have been 
three years ago, when they are said to 
have signed a free-silver memorial, they 
have learned enough since to believe that 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 to gold is ‘directly against the 
interest of labor” and would subject the 
country to “one of the most frightful 
panics that any country in this world has 
ever seen.” They point to Brran’s ad- 
mission that free coinage would bring 
stagnation and panic, from which we 
should recover within four years, and 
say ‘“ we do not believe that this country 
can stand an additional four years of 
misery and distress.” These are “ labor 
leaders” who show far more wisdom and 
patriotism than the men who pose as the 
champions of “ the toiling masses” in the 
hope.of being raised to power over the 
Government. 
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——Members of Congress can have any~- 
thing that has appeared in The Congres- 
sional Record reprintcd at the Government 
Printing Office in any quantity they choose 
by paying simply the cost to the Govern- 
ment of paper, ink, and labor, and yet al- 
most invariably they find it cheaper to get 
the work done by outside printers, who 
have rent to pay and who do not enjoy the 
privilege of using the original plates. For 
instance, Representative LinToON’s famous 
A. P. A. speech, of which 5,000,000 copies 
have been distributed, was printed in Phil- 
adelphia. : 


—There has been an outrageous abuse 
of the franking privilege during the present 
campaign. Envelopes that cost the Govern- 
ment $140,000 have been demanded and re- 
ceived by Senators. and Representatives, 
and these, filled with political iiterature of 
various sorts, have burdened the mails to 
an extent never equaled in the past. 
Washington and Chicago have been the 
chief centres of distribution, and at both 
places it has been found necessary to in- 
crease the clerical forces far beyond the 
point demanded by legitimate postal needs, 


—From The Miners’ Advocate, published 
at Shenandoah, Penn., is gleaned this in- 
teresting and valuable piece of information: 
“They are beginning to spend the political 
funds more freely, and the man who enjoys 
his drink can get all he wants by following 
the speakers up, after they have rattled off 
what they know about gold or silver.” This 
casts much light on politics as practiced 
and preached in the coal regions. It also 
shows the fine impartiality characterizing 
“the man who enjoys his drink.”’ 


——An obnoxious little boy out in Cin- 
cinnati has not only asserted that he found 
a lot of ugly white worms in an orange 
Set before him at breakfast, but he has 
justly enraged the local scientists by show- 
ing them other oranges with similar ten- 
ants. This adds a new terror to life, for 
everybody had supposed, hitherto, that this 
one fruit could be safely eaten without 
any preliminary investigation. 


—Having passed New-York in the num- 
ber of registered voters, Chicago indulges 
in daily jeers at our paucity of population. 
It hopes that we will not be discouraged, 
especially as we have Philadelphia, Brook- 
lyn, Tokio, and Pekin for companions in our 
inferiority to what it naively calls ‘ the 
metropolis.” Chicago itself, it seems, is

THE ADIRONDACKS AMENDMENT 


It Must Be Voted Down if the Great 
Forest Is to be Preserved. 


To the Editor of The New-York Timea: 

I took the liberty last April of expressing 
in your columns, as a citizen of the State 
of New-York, my deep appreciation of the 
inestimable services rendered to the people 
of this Commonwealth by the press of the 
city and State in exposing and defeating the 
Brackett-Eldridge bills relating to the Adi« 
rondack watershed. Your paper was, I be« 
lieve, the first to call attention to those bills. 

In your editorial of Oct. 22, 1896, entitled 
“ Aimed at the Forest Preserve,’’ you once 
more sound the alarm in warning the pen- 
ple to beware of voting at the election next 
week in favor of the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution relating to forest pre« 
serves, 

You well say that the proposed amend« 
ment “emanates from the wrong source.” 
It is to be regarded with suspicion. 

I find that a number of the papers of the 
State, and many individuals, are influenced 
in their opinions regarding the wisdom of 
the proposed amendment by the fact that it 
has the approval and-indorsement of the 
Fisheries, Game, and Forest Commission. 

That commission has deemed it proper to 
issue a manifesto on the subject, declaring 
it to be an official paper, and, as such, 
signed by the President of the commission. 
The most deluded admirer of this commis« 
sion could scarcely have the hardihood te 
dignify this official utterance as a convince 
ing argument in favor of so solemn an act 
as amending the Constitution of the State 
of New-York. It is a bit of special pleading 
unworthy of a State commission. There is 
not one word in this remarkable document 
that indicates that the commission has any 
comprehension of the importance of forestry 
in its broadest sense, of the influence of 
forests upon climate, water supply, and 
even upon national character. 

I have long thought that among the worst 
enemies the forests of the State of New- 
York have had are the two Forestry Come 
missions which have been inflicted upon the 
people. This recent State paper confirms 
me in that opinion, 

The people of the State voted in 1894 in 
favor of the existing amendment to the Con« 
stitution, having for its object the preserva« 
tion of the State forests, after the amend« 
ment had been unanimously adopted by the 
Constitutional Convention. This became 
part of our organic law on Jan. 1, 1895. 

The proposed amendment which the Fish« 
eries, Game, and Forest Commission advises 
the people to favor at the coming election is 
presented at the shortest possible interval 
allowed by law after the formal adoption 
by them of the amended Constitution rec« 
ommended by the Constitutional Conven< 
tion of 1894; in other words, the people are 
invited to reverse absolutely their decision 
of two years ago, and thus to stultify them- 
selves. I do not believe that the intelligent 
voters of the State will be converted in any 
large numbers by this official utterance of 
the Fisheries, Game, and Forest Commis- 
sion, 

Forestry is regarded by many who have 
not studied the subject as a sort of “‘ ami- 
able fad.” It is nothing of the kind. While 
it has undoubtedly a sentimental side, it 
commends itself to all thinking people on 
strictly vital and practical grounds. 

If the people of this State are worthy of 
the trust committed to their charge, in the 
shape of our magnificent Adirondack forest 
cap, if they wish to do their duty, not only 
to the present generation, but to those who 
are to follow, they will vote against the 
proposed amendment,

. Whirty-two of the Cubans Left Dead 
on the Field at Galofre—An En- 
gagement in Which Gunboats 
Aided the Soldiers—An Editor of 
La Discusion Arrested Again—A 
Four Days’ Fight in the Hills of 
Pinar del Rio. 


HAVANA, Oct. 27.—Major Uriz, with 500 
men, following instructions from Gen. 
Meiguizo, founi the rebels under Liorente 
at Galofre, Pinar del Rio. The troops 
were assisted by the gunboats Delgado and 


Parijo, which shelled the rebels’ position, 
Which was finally abandoned. The loss 
of the insurgents was thirty-two dead, the 
bodies being left on the field. It is cai- 
culated that eighty of the rebels were 
wounded. The troops lost an officer and 
nineteen ‘privates wounded. 

Sefhor Escobar; an editor of the 
pressed newspaper, La Discusion, 
Was arrested a few days ago and then 
feleased, has been rearrested. It is said 
that he will be deported to the Chaffarine 
Islands, off the coast of Africa. 

The forces under Col. Aldea have routed 
the rebel parties commanded by Lacret 
and Roque, 250 strong, 90 of whom, mostly 
infantry, perished. The combat, which 
lasted six hours, began at Gabriela and 
terminated at San Miguel, Province of 


Maianzas. The troops lost one killed and 
five wounded. 


MADRID, Oct. 27.~The Havana corre- 
Spondent of the Imparcial telegraphs that 
Col. Segura, after four days’ fighting in 
the hills in the Pinar del Rio Province, 
has defeated the rebels. Col. Segura found 
Sixty-one of the enemy dead on the field. 
The Spanish lost 21 killed and 110 wound- 
ed. Maceo is now between the hills and

A Spanish Detective in Jail. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 27.—Henry 
AV. Budd, a Pinkerton detective in the em- 
Ploy of the Spanish Government, is in jail 
here for an attempt to bribe D, A. Allen, 
who has been employed on the Dauntless, 
to give evidence against the alleged fili- 
bustering steamer. Budd was held in 
$2,500, bonds, and, failing to give it, was sent 
to jail. He has been here for some time, 
occasionally making trips to Brunswick, 
Ga., in the interest of Spain. If the Cubans 
have evidence to convict Budd of the al- 
leged attempt at bribery, he will be sent 
to the penitentiary for five years. 


Cuban Prisoners Attacked in Cadiz. 


CADIZ, Oct. 27.—A number of Cuban pris- 
oners were landed here yesterday, and were 
at once taken to the prison where they will 
be confined. They were followed by a hoot- 
ing mob, many members of which threw 
stones at the defenseless men. The gen- 
jarmes who had the prisoners in charge had 
much difficulty in protecting them against 
the violence of the mob. 


Death of an English Physician. 
LONDON, Oct. 27.—Dr. George Harley, a 
distinguished physician and writer on medi- 
cal subjects, died in this city to-day. He 
was sixty-seven years old. 


Dr. Harley entered the University of 
Edinburgh when seventeen years of age, 
and, graduating there as Doctor of Medicine 
fin 1850, studied scientific medicine for five 
ears in the University of Paris, Wiirzburg, 

erlin, Vienna, and Heidelberg. On return- 
ing to London in 1855, he was immediately 
appointed Lecturer on Practical Physiology 
and Histology in University College, Lon- 
fon. He was corresponding member of the 
Academy of Sciences of Bavaria, of the 
Academy of Medicine of Madrid, and of 
several Continental scientific and medical 
societies, and was in 1853 President of the 
Parisian Medical Society. 


Prince Bismarck’s Little Treaty. 


VIENNA, Oct. 27.—The Neue Freie Presse, 
in an article comemnting on the Hamburg- 
*r Nachrichten’s article showing that Prince 
Bismarck, from 1884 to 1890, had, without 
the knowledge of his partners in the Drei- 
bund, an entente with Russia, which de- 
tached that power from France in the event 
of the latter attacking Germany, and also 
letached Germany from Austria in the event 
of Austria making an attack upon Russia, 


Bays: “It is now certain that Austria knew 
nothing of the Russo-German treaty of 1884 
until after Prince Bismarck’s fall. After 
the retirement of Bismarck, Russia desired 
to prolong the agreement, but Count von 
Caprivi, Prince Bismarck’s successor, in- 
formed Count Schouvaloff, who was then 
Russian Ambassador to Germany, that Ger- 
many must confine herself strictly to the 
Dreibund.”’ 


Pacific Cable Commision. 

LONDON, Oct. 27.—The Pacific Cable Com- 
mission has been summoned to meet on Nov. 
9. The reported appointment of a third 
Canadian delegate upon the commission has 
created a new difficulty, as at present there 
are only two delegates each, representing 
Great Britain, Canada, and Australia, re- 
spectively, and the additional Canadian 


delegate will require the appointment of 
another for Australia and a third for Great 
Britain. In the official Canadian circle here 
it is hoped that the construction of the 
commission will remain as before. It is be- 
lieved in the Colonial Office that the com- 
mission will finish its work before the end 
of the year. 


Arrested on the Anchoria. 
LONDON, Oct. 27.—When the steamer An- 
choria, from New-York Oct. 17 for Glasgow, 
arrived at Moville this morning, she was 
boarded by police officers, who arrested one 
of her passengers, a woman named Jane 


Brewster, upon a charge of larceny in the 
theft of a quantity of jewelry, consisting of 
diamon an pearl brooches, the robbery hav- 
ing been committed in New-Bedford, Mass. 


Reviewed Before Princess Helene, 

ROME, Oct. 27.—The Prince of Naples and 
his bride, Princess Helene of Montenegro, 
Were present at a review of 17,000 troops 
on the Parade Grounds to-day. The weather 


was bright and sunny, and the arrange- 
ments for the review were perfect. An im- 
mense crowd of people witnessed the move- 
ments of the troops. 


The Macedonian Insurrection, 
ATHENS, Oct. 27.—Advices received here 
are to the effect that severe fighting has oc- 
curred between a body of Turkish troops 
and the Macedonian insurgents, command-

Their Independence a Standing Dan- 
ger to Romanism. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette publishes a dispatch from its Rome 
correspondent, in which he says: 

“The coming Presidential election in the 
United States is the absorbing topic at the 
Vatican, owing to the strides made by 
Catholicism in America, now one of the 
largest sources of income the Church has. 
It is recognized that the standing danger 
to Romanism in the United States is the 
independence of the American Bishops, no- 
ticeable since the time of Pius IX. The 
latter fully recognized that these Bishops 
enjoyed greater power than their brethren 
elsewhere, and he showed that he under- 
stood this by his answer to some English 
priests who asked for certain privileges. 
He said: ‘I am, as you say, Pope, yet I 
cannot accept your request. But I can 
show you a way to obtain your desire. Go 
to America, for there the Bishops are 
greater than the Pope.’ 

“On the accession of Pope Leo matters 
assumed a different aspect. He charged 
Mer. Satolli with the duty of intimating 
to the Bishops in unmistakable language 
the limits of their powers, and the result 
was something like a split, which it took 
Mer. Satolli two years to heal. But his 
mission had good results.” 

The correspondent adds that the Vatican 
does not wish the clergy in the United 
States to take part in the campaign, lest 
there should be a new division in the ranks 
and an outburst of intemperate expression 


of political opinion on the part of the 
more impetuous Bishops.

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OPENS HIS CAMPAIGN THERE TO 
CHEERING MULTITUDES. 


Streets from Union Station to Battery 
D Armory Crowded with Admir- 
‘ers—Hisses Heard Occasionally 
and from a Building a Man and 
a Boy Threw Six Eggs in the Di- 
rection of the Candidate, Perhaps 
as a Political Device. 


CHICAGO, Oct, 27.—Mr. Bryan came to- 
day to spend two or three days in clos- 
ing the canvass in this city. He had spoken 
at several places on his way from Lincoln, 
Ill., where he arrived this morning at 2 
o'clock, 

The special train that brought the candi- 


date’s party into tue Union Station at 3:30 
P. M. was surrounded by 2,000 men and 
boys, who had broken through the police 
lines. Mr. and Mrs. Bryan were, by a hard 
struggle, gotten to a carriage drawn by four 
white horses. The carriage, with an es- 
cort, passed through a double line of polit- 
ical organizations, which fell into line and 
followed after it. 

The Centrai Committee of the Cook Coun- 
ty People’s Party organization, the Central 
Committee of the Democratic Party of 
Cook County, the Silver League of Cook 
County, the President and Secretaries of 
Democratic and silver clubs of Cook Coun- 
ty, the Carter Harrison Association, Cook 
County Democrat Marching Club, a negro 
free-silver club, and Bryan clubs composed 
of Germans, Irish, French, Polish, Bohemi- 
ans, Hebrews, and other foreign nationali- 
ties, were in the parade. 


Cheers and Hisses; 


The procession proceeded up Canal Street 
to Madison, to Fifth Avenue, to Washing- 
ton Street, to Clark Street, to Monroe 
Street, and to Battery D, arriving at the 
intersection of Monroe Street and Michigan 
Avenue. All along that roundabout line 
of march the greatest enthusiasm was 
manifested. 

Hisses were heard frequently. They came 
principally from persons who swarmed in 


the windows of business houses and 
brought vigorous responses of an uncompli- 
mentary character from those in the line. 
AS the negro silver club was hissed the 
loudest, so it received the greatest shouts 
of approval. Nearly everybody in the pro- 
cession carried an American flag. 

It was just before Mr. Bryan reached the 
armory building on the lake front that the 
only incident that marred the demonstra- 
tion occurred. Six eggs were thrown at the 
carriage containing Mr. and Mrs. Bryan. 
A boy of seventeen in a window of a build- 
ing at Monroe Street and Michigan Avenue 
threw three of the eggs, and almost imme- 
diately afterward a man in the story above 
threw the others. None of the eggs struck 
the Bryan carriage, but some paper balls 
which were also thrown, alighted in Mrs. 
Bryan’s lap. 

Several hundred men in the crowd madea 
rush for the entrance of the building, but 
policemen kept them from entering. Two 
newspaper men found a way up stairs, and 
discovered the boy, who was badly fright- 
ened, and who said he did it for a joke. 


Not Afraid of Arrest, He Said, 


The man who threw the other eggs was 
found going down a fire-escape. He grinned 
and sald he was not afraid of being arrest- 
ed, as he knew his business. The police 
made no arrests, and there is a general dis- 
position to-night to think that the egg 
throwing was the work of silverites to coun- 
teract the Covington incident, although 
there is no proof whatever that this is so. 

The spacious armory, capable of holding 
10,000 people standing, had been kept clear 
by the police until the arrival of Mr. Bryan. 
A wild rush of people followed Mr. Bryan’s 
entrance. So quick was the charge of those 
anxious to get inside that Mrs. Bryan had 
not time to alight before a wild, cheering 
mob separated her from her husband. She 
therefore remained in the carriage and was 
driven to the Auditorium annex, where the 
oo will make his headquarters while 

ere. 

The entire floor space of the armory was 
soon filled. 

Mr. Bryan in his speech expressed great 
satisfaction at the reception that had been 
accorded him in Chicago. ‘I believe,” he 
said, ‘‘ that this great city of the West will 
cast its influence one week from to-day on 
the side of an American policy for the 
American people.”’ 

Referring to the gift of a silver star by 
i, Democratic Silver Club, Mr. Bryan 
Sald: 

“T appreciate the kindly feeling that has 
prompted this gift from the Hebrew Demo- 
crats. Our opponents have sometimes tried 
to make it appear that, when we denounce 
the financial policy advocated by the Roth- 
schilds, we are attacking a race.

Allusions to Race History, 

“TIT do not know of any class of our 
people who, by reason of their history, can 
better sympathize with the struggling 
masses in this campaign than the Hebrew 
race. [Applause.] The Bible teaches us 
that when the chudren of Israel were in 
bondage and asked for a little lightening of 
their burdens, the Pharoahs of their time 
said, ‘They are idle; make them work 
harder, and then they will not complain.’ 
[Applause. ] 

“Pharoah has been the same in all ages. 
No matter to what race he belongs. No 
matter in what age he lives, Pharoah has 
lived upon the labor of others, and Pharoah 
always wants to stamp out complaints by 
making the load heavier. : 

“ Whenever we have a great contest, and 
whenever right is arrayed against might, 
the example of David and Goliath is always 
cited to give inspiration to those who fight 
for the truth. David conquered, not because 
he was strong; he conquered not because of 
his might. He conquered because he was 
on the side of truth. And in this contest, if 
our Hebrew friends will liken me to David, 
let me say to them that, as David tri- 
umphed because he was on the right side, 
so my only hope of victory is in the right- 
eousness of our cause.” 

Mr. Bryan devoted considerable of his 
speech to the charge that he is a dema- 
gogue, 

“Your papers,’”’ said he, ‘ have called me 
a demagogue. [Hisses.] If there is ‘one 
thing which I am not, it is a demagogue. 
[Applause.] A demagogue is defined as a 
man who advocates a thing which he does 
not believe, in order— [Cries of ‘* Bill Mc- 
Kinley,” and cheers.) A demagogue is a 
man who advocates a thing which he does 
not believe, in order— [Great applause and 
cheering.] This audience is too responsive. 
[Applause.] My friends, let_me now get 
through with that sentence. [Laughter, and 
a voice: ‘“‘ Ain’t he a peach?” and cheers.]

Willing to be in a Minority. 
“A demagogue is a man who advocates 
a thing which he does not believe in 
order to conciliate those who differ from 


A demagogue is a 
man who is willing to advocate anything, 
whether he believes it or not, which will 
be advantageous to him and gain him popu- 
larity. [Great applause.] Now, my friends, 
I have never advocated, during my public 
life, a single thing that I did not myself 
believe in.. [Applause.] I have proved my 
willingness to go down in defeat by advo- 
eating things when I was in a minority, 
and I have always been willing to accept 
defeat when I went down with my convic- 
tions, rather than to rise by demagoguism. 

“T say that here, because in this city the 
papers are against us, and we have to do 
our own talking for ourselves,”’

SPEAKING NOT PROHIBITED, 


United States Attorneys of the Three 
Parties Are Campaigning. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—It is learned by 
inquiry at the Department of Justice that 
no attempt has been made by the Attorney 
General to prevent United States attorneys 
from making political speeches during the 
present campaign, although a number of 
such officers have been speaking on both 

sides of the money question. 

While the Attorney General would prefer 
that such officers should not make speeches, 
he resolved early in the campaign, and so 
advised various of them who inquired, that 
no official complaint would be made pro- 
vided public business should not be neg- 
lected and the speaking should be in the 
officer’s neighborhood, where he would not 
be out of reach; that it should not be car- 
ried to such an extent as to be thought to 
interfere with the discharge of duty, and 
should also be confined to a decorous dis- 


cussion of the questions at issue. 

The various complaints which have been 
received from sound-money men. against 
officers making free-silver spee¢hes and 
from free-silver men against officers mak- 
ing sound-money speeches indicate a mis- 
apprehension of the policy of the depart- 
ment, which has been confined to forbidding 
its officers from becoming candidates for 
office or taking part as members of com- 
mittees or otherwise in the management 
and direction of the campaign. 

While the majority of attorneys have not 
made speeches, it is learned that. several 
are doing so on behalf of each of the three 
Presidential tickets, but all, it is believed, 
within the limits above mentioned.

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ONE OF WALKER 3B. ADAMS’S 
SLAYERS IS FREE. 


Was Allowed Privileges Because of 
His Wounds—Deceived the Doc- 
tors—Sawed ‘Yhrough the Bars, 
Waited a Change of Watch, and 
Fled in a Buggy That Was Wait- 
ing—The Midnight Tragedy of 
Bedford Station Recalled. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Oct. 27.—Eddie 
Jacques, alias Peter James, one of the Bed- 
ford burglars, escaped from the county jail 
here to-night, 

Jacques has been confined in what is 
known as the new jail, in which is located 


the hospital. He was still under the care 
of a physician, who claimed that he was 
too weak to be transferred to the main jail, 
as desired by the Sheriff. Jacques has been 
watched by Daniel Robbins by day and 
John R. Breese, Jr., the nineteen-year-old 
son of Deputy Sheriff Breese, by night. 

Robbins has been in the habit of leaving 
the jail in time to catch the 6 o’clock train 
to his home, in Mount Kisco. Breese usu- 
ally came on duty at 6:15 to 6:30. This left 
the prisoner without a watch for half an 
hour or more. 

Following the usual custom, Robbins left 
at 5:45 to-night, and at 5:55 Jacques’s sup- 
per was taken in to him. Jailer William 
Johnson locked the doors at 6 o’clock when 
the keeper came out. At 6:20 Breese was 
let in, and on going to the second tier dis- 
covered the escape. He at once telephoned 
the jail office and the alarm was given and 
pursuit commenced. 

The escape was ‘witnessed by Daniel 
Keily, a gardener, who was passing along 
Martine Avenue, in the rear of the jail. The 
bars of a window at the east end of the 
corridor were sawed and forced, and through 
this Keily saw the man force his way, the 
window being illuminated by’ an are light 
burning brightly immediately outside, 

The iron rod supporting the arc light 
served as a means of making a fifteen-foot 
drop to the pavement below. The twelve 
foot fence was easily scaled, a coal box 
and low shed making an excellent ladder. 
A pal was waiting with a horse and buggy. 
Keily did not inform the authorities of what 
he had seen until after they had discovered 
the escape. 

Cell Was Never Searched. 


It was ascertained to-night that the pre- 
caution of locking the man in his cell was 
not taken, and that visitors have been al- 
lowed to see him without being first 
searched. Thus it was an easy matter for 
tools and weapons to be taken to him. 
Jailer Johnson admitted to-night that 
Jaques’s cell was never searched. 

Keeper Breese gave the alarm as soon as 
he discovered the escape, and the prison 
authorities acted promptly. The police 
officials in every place in the county and 
New-York City were notified of the affair 
and the authorities asked to be on the look- 
out for the escaped man. ; 

The prison authorities satisfied them- 
selves by investigation of the situation of 
the buggy and of the means Jaques had 
used in escaping, but up to a late hour 
last night they had obtained absolutely no 
clew as to which direction the buggy had 
taken. It is generally believed by those 
who know the country and by the authori- 
ties that it was driven straight across the 
country into Connecticut. But the roads 
cut across the region so frequently that it 
might have taken any one of a number of 
other routes. 

Jaques was under indictment for murder 
in the first degree, and was to be tried next 
month. He was considered a desperate man, 
but it was thought the jail woul hold him. 
He belonged in Oak Street, New-York. 


The Midnight Murder at Bedford. 


The crime for which he was held occurred 
early on the morning of Aug. 20. William 
Adams, with his father, Walker B. Adams, 
kept a grocery and general store at Bed- 
ford Station. The former had attended a 
church sociable that evening. When he 
reached home shortly after midnight, he 
found the house excited. The burglar alarm 
connecting the store with the house was 
ringing loudly and his father was dressing. 

When the elder Adams had dressed him- 
self the two started for the store. Walker 
B. Adams carried a pistol ard a shotgun. 
The son had a pistol and a rifle. Walker 
Adams started toward the rear of the store, 
and his son approached the front. When 
the elder Mr. Adams reached the rear of 
the store he was shot down by one of the 
four burglars, 

William Adams covered with his rifle one 
burglar who was in front of the _ siore. 
When he saw the other burglars emerge he 
opened fire, and a number of shots were ex- 
charged. Young Mr, Adams, however, was 
an expert rifle shot, and he wounded three 
of the burglars. 

Jaques and John Jenkins were unable to 
escape, owing to their wounds. They were 
found bleeding near the scene of the trag- 
edy. They were transferred to the lockup 
at Mount Kisco, and four days later Jenkins 
died from his wounds, His body was taken 
to New-York and buried. Jaques for days 
was known as the little man, because he 
was the exact opposite of Jenkins in build. 
When a name was first found for him, it 
was Peter James. Later it developed this 
name was not correct. 


The Third Burglar. 


The day before Jenkins died in Mount 
Kisco John Clare, another of the burglars, 
the third wounded by Adams, died -in a 
Brooklyn hospital from the result of his 
wound. He had reached Brooklyn in safe- 
ty, and there sought aid in the hospital. 
There he was identified by several men from 
Bedford Station as the third man. 

Jaques lingered for seVeral days, with 
the chances against his recovery, but he 
finally survived and was taken to the jail 
at White Plains for greater security. 

Jenkins and Jaques had a narrow es- 
cape from lynching the night following 
the burglary. Mr. Adams did not speak 
after he was shot, but lived about twenty- 
four hours. On the night following the 
burglary a number of residents of Bed- 
ford Station and near-by places agreed 
to take quick action, and held themselves 
in readiness to go to Mount Kisco to 
hang the two men as soon as Mr, Adams 
died. They separated for the night be- 
fore Mr. Adams died. Before the next 
night a strong force of Deputy Sheriffs 
were guarding the little lock-up at Mount 
Kisco, and the plan had to be abandoned, 
Jacques is about forty-five years old. He 
has a light complexion, light mustache, and 
wore a gray suit of clothes. He is about 
5 feet 7 inches in height. He was the man 
shot by William Adams as he was running 
down the railway track. He crawled into 
a field, and was found at daylight. 





Arrested as Counterfeiters. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27.—Walter Grim- 
wood and his wife, Ellen Grimwood, were 
arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Craig to-day on the charge of coun- 
terfeiting. The hearing was continued un- 
til 3 P. M. to-morrow, the accused being 
held, respectively, in $1,500 and $1,000 bail. 
Grimwood and his wife were arrested last 
night by Secret Service detectives at their 


home, where a complete counterfeiting out- 
fit was found. The couple are charged with 
making and freely circulating bogus fifty- 
cent pieces, about one hundred of the un- 
finished counterfeit® coins being discovered. 
At the hearing Grimwood admitted his guilt 
and @eclared that his wife was innocent of 
any wrongdoing.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Daniel Treadwell Walden. 

Daniel Treadwell Walden, an eminent ané 
distinguished lawyer and Mason, died at 
his residence, 37 Putnam Avenue, Brooklyn, 
On Monday, Oct. 26. He was born in New- 
York City Aug. 28, 1824, but resided sinca 
1845 in Brooklyn. He was admitted to the 
bar at Utica in 1845 and commenced soon 
after the practice of the law in New-York 
City. He was at one time Assistant Cor- 


poration Attorney of New-York and subse- 
quently entered the partnership of Tomlin- 
son, Walden & Brigham. This continued 
until 1864, when he became associated with 
W illiam G, Sterling, under the firm name 
of Sterling & Walden. Judge Sterling re- 
tired in 1880, since which time and up to 
1892 he continued in active practice. He had 
been engaged in some important cases, in- 
cluding the Barclay case, involving the 
question; of inter-State, county, and the 
extra territorial jurisdiction of receivers, 
and also” the famous case of the Crooke 
heirs against the Supervisors of the County 
of Kings. He was prominent and distin- 
guished in Masonic circles,

STUDIED OUR BIG RAILROADS. 


What Harry Pollitt of England Says 
of the American Lines, 


Harry Pollitt, Chief Engineer of the Man- 
chester, Sheffield and Lincolnshire Railway 
Company of England, has been in this coun- 
try for two months on a tour of inspection 
of some of America’s great railway sys- 
tems with a view of incorporating some of 
the advanced ideas and improvements in 
machinery and operating into his system at 
home. 

At the Hotel Waldorf Saturday, on the 
eve of his departure for England, he made 
the following statement to Francis Howe 
of the Printing Telegraph News Company 
and a well-known railway contractor and 
builder: 

“*I came over to the States for the express 
purpose of studying the practical workings 
of your principal railroad systems. Through 
the courtesy of the officials, I have gained 
points and information which will %e in- 
valuable to me, and I trust several tech- 
nical changes which I shall recommend to 
our Directors may be adopted by them. 

“One,of the features of your railroads is 
vastness as compared with our compact- 
ness. Another is the ability of your man- 
agers to arrive at certain results by short 
cuts, which would not be allowable in our 


country, but which are almost a necessity 
here when the extent of your systems is 
taken into consideration. This, however, 
does not apply to either the Pennsylvania 
or the New-York Central Road; which, 
without wishing to discriminate, I consider 
far superior to any of your other roads. I 
was particularly impressed with the thor- 
oughness and nicety of detail of the Penn- 
sylvania, and surprised to find how close- 
ly our methods have been copied, and, in 
some instances, improved upon. 

“You have certain advantages, which, 
for practical economy, are incalculable. I 
refer especially to the superior intelligence 
of your conductors, engineers, and other 
employes as compared with ours. That is 
a great factor in your ability to reach re- 
sults with celerity and safety, while we 
have to hedge our efforts with greater care 
and more red tape. 

‘“*I consider that you are considerably be- 
hind us in the matter of the block system. 
You leave too much to the possibilities of 
human nature. With us our mechanical de- 
vices are such as to make it absolutely 
impossible for trains to enter a block until 
an outgoing train has not only passed out, 
but has cleared a certain distance beyond 
the block. This is a most important factor 
of safety, which, at present, seems not to be 
considered by your roads. 

‘“‘A great deal has been said and written 
in comparing English and American loco- 
motives. Your development of power is sur- 
prising. Still I distinctly claim that our 
locomotive is superior in both finish and 
durability. In comparing the two you must 
remember that we are tied down by speci- 
fications which prevent us building as high 
an engine as you do by nearly two feet, 
neither can we build of the same width, as 
we are restricted as to size because of our 
small tunnels. We are compelled, therefore, 
to reach a maximum power ina minimum of 
space. I regard our fire boxes as superior 
to yours, but your malleable iron is far 
superior to ours. 

“Your large railway stations struck me 
as being very commodious and well ar- 
ranged, but the generality of your way 
stations are poor affairs, and would not 
satisfy the requirements of the British pub- 

ic. ’ 

‘‘Taking your systems as a whole they 
are marvelous examples of energy, inge- 
nuity, and administrative ability, and they 
may be studied with profit by the railroad 
people of any country in the world.”

- MURDERER CAUGHT. — 


Confesses that He Shot His Wife— 
Jealousy the Reason, 


Howard A. Scott, the mulatto who killed 
his wife at 159 West Thirtieth Street Mon- 
day afternoon, was found yesterday after- 
noon by Capt. Chapman of the West Thir- 
tleth Street. Police Station, secreted in a 
hall closet of. the house of his aunt, Mrs. 
Isaac Cooley, 394 Classon Avenue, Brook- 
lyn. He acknowledged that he had mur- 
dered his wife when arrested. 

Capt. Chapman had the house 113 Mac- 
dougal Street, where Scott lived part of the 
time, watched closely by detectives Monday 


night. 
detectives reported to Capt. Chapman at the 
West Thirtieth Street Police Station that 
they had received information which led 
them to believe that the murderer was in 


Brooklyn. Capt. Chapman visited the Mac- 
dougal Street house to try and find a white 
woman with whom it was alleged Scott 
lived. She could not be found. A letter, 
however, was found at the house addressed 
to her in handwriting which was identified 
as. Scott’s. When the letter was opened 
by a friend of the woman's it proved to be 
from Scott. In the letter he told this wo- 
man that he was in Brooklyn, and that he 
would write and appoint a place where she 
could see him: later. 

Capt. Chapman went with detectives to 
Brooklyn. The house was surrounded on 
aH sides by detectives, and it was searched 
from top to bottom. Mrs. Cooley admitted 
that Scott had been there during the night, 
but she had not seen him since morning, 
and she did not believe he was in the 
house. 


@ On going through the house a second time 


the Captain discovered that a closet on the 
lobby of the top floor was locked. He de- 
manded the key, which Mrs, Cooley was 
unable to produce. The Captain procured 
an axe, with which he broke the door down, 
Scott was found inside the closet huddled 
in one corner and half paralyzed with fear. 
He had his overcoat and hat on, and ap- 
peared as if he had been surprised in an 
attempt at escape by the roof, as there 
was a ladder lying close to the roof trap 
door. He had locked himself in the cleset 
from the inside, en | had the key in his 

eket when arrested. P 
me Jestousy,”’ said he, “caused me to kill 
my wife. I threw the revolver into ‘the 
river when crossing Brooklyn Bridge. My 
wife wrote me a letter saying she wanted 
to see me. When I went there she threw 
the marriage certificate at me and. handed 
me a summons. I got mad and tore the 
marriage certificate up and burned it in the 
stove. I cannot tell how many shots I 
fired; perhaps three or four. The gun was 
a six-shooter, and all I know is that I 
killed her.” 

Scott was taken to Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court and remanded until this morning, 
when he will be taken before Coroner Hoe- 
ber. Scott is a short, thick-set mulatto, al- 
most white. He was born in Petersburg, 
Va., and came to New-York seven years 
ago.

GOV. GRIGGS WARMLY COMMENDS 
HIS ADMINISTRATION. 


Me Says Republicans Are Uniting 
with Democrats to Defend the 
President’s Course—Mr. Hobart 
at Jersey City Holds Out a Warm 
Welcome to Independent Demo- 
crats—Rejoices that They Are 
Better Patriots than Democrats. 


‘Phere was a big outpouring at Jersey City 
last night in honor of Garret A. Hobart, 
Republican candidate. for Vice President. 
Short speeches were made in the Oakland 
Rink by the candidate, Gov. Griggs, and 
Frank Ford. 

A great crowd filled the rink. It was @ 


Republican crowd, but it applauded enthusi- 
astically every reference to the Democrats 
who are aiding their Republican brethren 
ih this fight. Mr. Hobart could not extend 
the right hand of fellowship to these Demo- 
crats too warmly to suit his audience. The 
notable feature of the meeting came when 

Gov. Griggs spoke enthusiastically of the 
Democratic Administration. When he made 
reference to Grover Cleveland and brought 
out the President’s name with tremendous 
emphasis, the audience was carried off its 
feet and thundered its approval. It is a 
facet that ,with the exception of the applause 
for Hobart, the President’s name drew out 
the most enthusiasm, Even Mr. McKinley's 
Name evoked less. 

Mr. Hobart came from Paterson, and was 
met in Jersey City at 7:02 o’clock by Gov. 
Griggs, Mayor Wanser, ex-Mayor Collins, 
end others. The party drove to the rink 
under escort of a band, a squad of mounted 
policemen, and the Lafayette Battery. 

Ex-Mayor Collins presided at the meet- 
ing. He called the audience to order and 
began, “Ladies and gentlemen,” when 
some one shouted ‘“‘ Hooray for Bryan!”’ 
This caused a tremendous commotion. There 
were cheers and hisses, and the audience 
arose and demanded that the disturber be 
put out. He was hustled out, but Mr. Col- 
lins’s speech was lost in the uproar. He 
merely pronounced Mr. Hobart’s name, and 
the candidate came to the front of the 
stage and began: 

““T would not recall unpleasant memories, 
but-I want to congratulate you that when 
the votes shall be counted here next Tues- 
day night, we shall get an honest count. 
It wiil be the same way all over the State 
of New-Jersey, because the administration 
now in power will see to it that your 
Votes are counted honestly. 

,‘I congratulate you that the Repub- 
licans of New-Jersey don’t have to fight 
this battle alone. Standing with us and by 
us are men of the highest character and the 
first citizenship, whom we have been fight- 
ing against all our lives. I rejoice with 
you that they are better patriots than 
Democrats. Victory will come to us be- 
cause they. are patriotic enough to stand 
with us for National honor; because they 
want to preserve the Supreme Court as it 
is; because they are against repudiation 
and confiscation. They are with us, not 
because they are Republicans, but because 
they are liberty-loving, Godfearing citi- 
gens.” 

He congratulated the county Republicans 
on their local ticket, and said every one 
of the local candidates would win. He 
also paid a tribute to Mr. McKinley. 

Gov, John W. Griggs complimented Mr. 
Hobart as New-Jersey’s candidate, and, in 


speaking of his conciliatory attitude, said: 
“To him and in him Democrats of the 
East and South and West have turned 
and placed their confidence. It is a great 
feature of this campaign that the Repub- 
lican Party is fighting, not as partisans, 
but with the loyalty and patriotism of 
the Democracy against the disloyal ele- 
ment of this Union. 

“I won’t talk about free silver and the 
other features of the Chicago platform. 
That platform has been answered in the 
public press and on the stump, till now 
the only argument left for the Bryanites is 
the spoiled egg argument. The Republican 
Party and newspapers and speakers are 
standing to-night in defense of the Federal 
Administration of the Democratic Party, 
while the Bryan crowd is abusing and 
calumniating it. We, with the loyal Demo- 
crats, are applauding the Administration 
and patriotism and bravery of Grover Cleve- 
jiand, while so-called Democrats, some of 
whom were voting and shouting for him 
four years ago, are now joining the ranks of 
revolution and riot.”’ 

Frank Ford also made a conciliatory 
speech. 

When the speaking was over the crowd 
filed past the stand and shook Mr. Hobart’s 
hand. The candidate reviewed a parade at 
the corner of Duncan Avenue and the Boul- 
evard. It is estimated that over 12,000 per- 
sons were-in line. Houses along the route, 
those of sound-money Democrats as well as 
Republicans, were illuminated for the oc- 
easion. Afterward Mr. Hobart was enter- 
tained at the Carteret Club. 





DENIED BY COL. WARING 


Said Nothing About Francis M. Scott 
Being Out of Town, 


‘ Corporation Counsel Francis M. Scott 
wrote the following letter to Street Clean- 
ing Commissioner Waring yesterday: 

‘“Sir: THE NeEw-YorK Times of this 
morning quotes you as having said yester- 
day to a reporter of that paper: 

“*JT understand the Corporation Counsel 
is out of town. It is quite usual for him 
to be out of town when anything as im- 
portant as this comes up.’ 

“Will you be so kind as to inform me 
whether or not you are correctly quoted in 
this interview? 

“Of course, I cannot suppose that you 
made so obviously an erroneous state- 
ment, but I should like to have your 


formal denial of it, in order that I may 
set the newspapers straight by authority.

RUNNING THE ENGINE. _ 


Rich Men Who Know How to Haadle 
. @ Locomotive. 


John Jacob Astor’s exploit in acting as 
the engineer of an Illinois Central train 


tion of the peculiar fascination that a 
railwiy locomotive bas for rich young men 
who inherit, or acquire, interests in rail- 
roads. Mr. Astor has for several years 
been a Director of the Illinois Central 
Road, and on previous official inspection 
trips he has “run the engine.”” He has a 
natural taste for mechanics, and his love 
of railroading is much like that of Dr. 
W. Seward Webb. 

In the Adirondacks, Dr. Webb and his 
personal traits are known to every native, 
and his passion for driving a locomotive 
at a high rate of speed is regarded with 
complacent pride all along the line of his 
road. When a one or two car special 
dashes through the mountain region from 
Old Forge to Maitone, at a fifty-mile gait, 
the simple mountaineer will turn plecidly 
to his Summer boarder and remark: “ Dr. 
Webb is running that train.’’ Occasion- 
ally the trackmen, on their morning rounds, 
will find the wreck of a hand-car lying 
at the bottom of the railroad embankment, 
or several yards from the track at the 
edge of the woods. Their invariable com- 
ment will be: “‘The Doctor must have 
been along here last night.” It is seldom 
that anybody is-hurt on such occasions, 
for the Adirondack railroad men are ex- 
perts in jumping from hand cars. 

George J. Gould was able to handle a 
locomotive long before he became a rail- 
road President. Like Dr. Webb, he is a 
genuine sportsman, and enjoys the sen- 
sation of going fast. While making his 
periodical inspections of the several lines 
in the Southwestern system, President 
Gould frequently relieves the locomotive 


engineer for hours at a time. Frank Thom- 
son, Vice President of the Pennsylvania 
lines, knows how to “run the engine”’ al- 
most as well as any veteran. 

Two of the sons of James J. Hill, the 
President of the Great Northern, are said 
to be as much at home in the cab of a 
locomotive as they are in the dining room 
of-their father’s house. S. H. H. Clark, 
President of the Union Pacific, has taken 
all of the degrees of railroading, and he 
can “brake” a train as well as handle 
the engine. 

Chauncey M. Depew, with all of his ver- 
satility, has never yet undertaken to op- 
erate a locomotive. 





ALDERMEN ENJOINED. 


The Board Prevented from Granting 
a Franchise, 


The Board of Aldermen were served with 
an injunction yesterday restraining them 
as a board from taking any action on or 
awarding the franchise for the furnishing 
of fuel-gas by the Consumers’ Fuel-Gas, 
Heat, and Power Company. The writ was 
obtained by Henry C. Wilcox on the ground 
that the board was about to award such a 
franchise, to the detriment of the public 
and at a price lower than the highest offer 
and best terms offered the city for the fran- 
chise by other companies. 

Alderman Goodman submitted the report 
of the Lamp and Gas Committee on the pe- 
tition of the Metropolitan Fuel-Gas Com- 
pany. The report was long and replete 
with technical details, but it amends the 


conditions upon which the Consumers’ Com- 
pany should receive the franchise by plac- 
ing the price the city shall receive at 30 
cents per lineal foot of pipe laid, instead of 
20 cents. It-also provides that the city shall 
receive a gratuity of $10,000 for the fran- 
chise and that the Controller shal) stipulate 
the amount of the bond to be given to the 
city in case this franchise is granted. The 
30-cent clause, it is claimed, will net the 
city three or four times as much as the 
$100,000 offered by the company for the 
franchise. 


JACK’S SAD VOYAGE. 





Washed Overboard, but, Like a Good 
Cat, Came Back. 


The West Indian steamship Jason sailed 
out of this port Oct. 11 with two cats 
aboard. They were Jack and Jack’s sister. 
The Jason returned yesterday with Jack’s 
sister and Jack, but Jack was minus half 
of his tail and one eye, and variously in- 
jured about port and starboard legs. The 
Jason’s cook was glad that any of Jack was 
left. 

The Jason ran into a terrific gale which 
prevailed Oct. 12 and thereabout, and Jack 
was among the chattels that the high seas 
swept overboard. He was mourned as lost 
for two days thereafter, and his sister was 
on the point of going into a decline, when 
a stoker discovered, on the 14th, what he 
supposed was a rat in the coal bunker.

Wurmsch refused to make a 
charge before Magistrate Brann yester- 
day, because he had not been badly hurt, 
so the Magistrate fined Freely $3 on his 
admission that he was drunk when he rode 
down the wheelman.

RIGHT TO SEIZE LIQUORS. 


% 
Court Decision Regarded of Impor- 
tance to the Dealers. 


A decision which is regarded as one of 
importance to wine and spirit dealers all 
over the country was rendered Oct. 5 by 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Eighth Circuit. The decision es- 
tablishes the right of the Government to 
seize fraudulent wines and spirits. 

The decision was the outcome of a seizure 
in November, 1893, at St. Louis, of 127 
packages of spirituous liquors and five 
packages of wine by Charles F. Wenneker, 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the East- 
ern District of Missouri. The goods were 
compounded and prepared at the establish- 
ment of the Western Distilling Company, 
a St. Louis corporation. The ground on 
which the seizure was made was an alleged 
violation of Section 3,449 of the revised 
statutes of the United States, which reads: 

“* Whenever any person ships, transports, 
or removes any spirituous or fermented 
liquors or wines under any other than the 
proper name or brand known to the trade 
as designating the kind and quality of the 
contents of the casks or packages contain- 
ing the same, or causes such an act to be 
done, he shall forfeit such liquors or wines, 
and casks or packages, and be subject to 
pay a fine of $500.” 

The case was tried in the United States 
District Court on the following agreed state- 
ment of facts: ‘‘ That the packages did, in 
fact, contain spirituous wines and liquors; 
that 15 were marked and branded as con- 
taining ‘J. & F. Martel cognac’; 39, ‘ Booth 
& Co. London Superior Old Tom gin’; 40, 
‘Sir Robert Burnett & Co., Vauxhall, Old 
fom gin’; 1, ‘John De Kuyper & Son gin’; 
8, ‘Boonekamp Maagbitter’; 10, ‘Fernet 
Branca’; 4, ‘ Noilly, Prat & Cie., vermouth’; 
1, ‘Italy vermouth torino’; 4, ‘Curacao de 
Holland’; 5, ‘Edouard Pernod absinthe’; 
4, Boxer’s stomach bitters,’ and 1, ‘ yellow 
chartreuse, L. Garnier.’ ’’ 

It was also agreed that the brands men- 
tioned were each a name and brand known 
to the trade as designating a particular 
kind and quality of imported spirituous 
liquor or wine, whereas the contents of the 
packages differed from the brands known 
to the trade in taste and in inferiority in 
quality of excellence. : 

When the case was tried in the lower 
court, it was argued that the bottles con- 


taining the liquors and wines were not pack- 
ages; that the bottle wus all the customer 
at the bar ever saw, and that no matter 
how the cases were labeled, the customer 
was not defrauded, because he did not see 
the original package. The court took the 
same view of the matter, and the case was 
decided agains: the Government. 

The United States then sued out a writ of 
error and the case went to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. The decision of that court re- 
versed the decision of the District Court 
and remanded the cause for a new trial. 
This is regarded as practically settling the 
matter in favor of the Government, and no 
appeal can be taken except to the United 
Siates Supreme Court. It was stipulated, 
however, that no appeal would be taken. 

The last decision holds that the meaning 
of Section 3,449 is perfectly clear, and its 
purpose obvious. “It is one of the numer- 
ous regulations prescribed by the internal 
revenue law, intended to prevent frauds 
on the revenue in the manufacture, re- 
moval, shipment, and sale of distilled spir- 
its and other liquors, and to aid in the de- 
tection of such frauds.) The section is none 
the less a revenue regulation because its 
enforcement may ten to discourage the 
piracy of trademarks and prevent frauds 
upon those who consume the contents of 
the packages. Congress has an undoubted 
right to legislate to prevent frauds on the 

ublic revenue, and the validity of such 
legislation is not affected by the fact that 
it incidentally tends to the discovery or sup- 
pression of private frauds.” 

The local importers, while they are grati- 
fied over the result of this test case, are 
not inclined to talk much about it at pres- 
ent. This is accounted for by the fact that 
they are anxious to secure the passage of 
an act by Congress which will prevent the 
masquerading of counterfeit articles as the 
genuine imported goods. 





LOOKING FOR REW’S WIVES. 


Police Believe that There Are Scy- 
eral Other Victims. 


Dr. Walter Rew, or Dr. Reed, as he some- 
times calls himself, of 330 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, who was arrested Monday on 
the charge of bigamy, is believed by the 
police to have made more or less of a busi- 
ness. of marrying, and that he has several 
wives living in different parts of the coun- 
try besides the Delia Hunter, whom he 
last married, and Grace Hill, who figures as 
the wife preceding the last, both of whom 
made charges against him. The police think 
he is the long-lost husband of one Leonore 
Phillips, who lived in Waverley place, 
and that he was also the spouse of a Ger- 
man woman in Cincinnati. These women 
and some others who may have been vic- 
tims of the ‘“‘ Doctor’’ are now being looked 
for by Capt. Schmittberger. 

The ‘ Doctor,’’ during his examination 
vesterday before Justice Wentworth, in the 
Jefferson Market Court, made a statement 
admitting a marriage in England, but in- 
sisted that he had obtained a divorce in 
Arkansas. He said he contracted the sub- 
sequent marriages under the belief that he 
had a legal right to do so. He declares that 
he is being persecuted by the medical so- 
ciety because he has advocated certain re- 
forms in the medical profession. He is a 
free silverite in politics, and has issued 
circulars on that subject. He also lays 
claim to being a et, having published a 
book of poems under the title, ‘* The Song 
of the Fates.” .

Woman and Man Make Futile At- 
tempts to Kill Themselves, 


Victoria Toby, forty-two years old, who 
says she was born in France, and resides 
at 442 East Seventy-eighth Street, was 
taken to Bellevue Hospital last evening in 
an insane condition. She was transferred 
from the Presbyterian Hospital. The Pres- 
byterian Hospital surgeon said she attempt- 
ed to jump from the roof of her home yes- 
terday, and later tried to kill herself with 


a razor. She was sent to the insane pa- 
vilion to have her sanity examined into. 

John Delahanty, the prisoner at Bellevue 
Hospital who attempted to commit suicide 
at his home, 16 Cherry Street, on Oct. 22, 
made two attempts yesterday to commit 
suicide while in the prison ward by trying 
to drink medicines which he took from the 
medicine closet.

Thursday the 
argument in the Ward-Fairchild contest is 
to be heard at Albany, and alj our calcu- 
lations may be upset by the court’s decis-

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OBSTRUCT THE SIDEWALKS 





MERCHANTS PAY NO HEED TO 
CITY ORDINANCES. 


A Large Number of Produce Firms 
Transact Their Entire Business 
on the Street—Pedestrians Are 
Constantly Confronted with Huge 
Display of Wares, and If Not Ex- 
ceeding Careful May Fall over 
Empty Boxes. 


There are 2 number of produce firms in 
this city whose entire business is transacted 
on the sidewalk. ‘This not only includes 
the display of wares in the way of pe- 
destrians, but everything connected with 
it: Customers are received there, prices 


are discussed, books are kept, and all bills 
mafe out, and jn dull times the employes 
await orders directly in the public thor- 
Cughfare. Thousands of pedestrians who 
necessarily use a ferry street in going 
to and from business have no doubt noticed 
little wooden box-like structures erected 
outside the stoop lines. These are gener- 
ally found in front and to the side of sa- 
loons. Wherever these places are seen, it is 
feen the sidewalks are blocked by long 
Tows of boxes containing different kinds 
of produce. A sign on the box declares so 
and so are produce and commission mer- 
chants. 


Some Sidewalk Squatters. 


An example of this kind is S. W. Wiley 
& Co., on the northwest corner of Murray 
and Washington Streets, by the side of a 
saloon. Their business office is a box, prob- 
ably 9 feet long by 4 feet wide and 7 feet 
high. In this box there works a man at all 
times busy over books. One or two men 
on the sidewalk attend to customers, who 
examine the produce in the direct line of 
travel. A sign on the box says 258. The 
nearest 258 is around the corner, on Wash- 
ington Street. There, J. TX. Whitehead con- 
ducts his business. Adjoining the business 
office are cellar steps. In this cellar, it is 
said, the firm stores its goods at night. 

Another case is found at the southeast 
corner of West and Warren Streets. At 
this point John Glinsman runs a saloon. 
On the Warren Street side of his place, G. 
J. .Westervelt & Co. are in the produce 
and commissidn business. Their establish- 
ment. is similar to S. W. Wiley & Co. 
They have a little wooden business office 
and @ choice sidewalk display. <A _ police- 
man when questioned as to this place said 
Westervelt & Co. have been in business at 
this place for more than twenty years. 
They use the cellar under the saloon for 
Storing. the goods at night and during cold 
Weather. Otherwise their operations are 
confined to the sidewalk. Warren Street 
belongs to the Second Police Precinct, over 
which Capt. Westervelt presides. The 
policeman was attached ro the Fifth, un- 
der Capt. Cross, and he said he had no 
jurisdiction over Weostervelt & Co. Other 
instances ‘might’ be given of this form of 
sidewalk squatting. .They are found. on 
nearly. every. corner in this district. 


In’ Posession of Murray Street. 


_ Murray Street leads-to the Fall River 
steamShip pier. It ig also. convenient to the 
Brie -Railroad ferries. This important 
street has, with the others, fallen into the 
toils of the sidewalk grabber. From Broad- 
way the first two blocks of this street are 
devoted almost exclusively to china; pot- 
tery, and glassware stores. The fragile 
nature of these goods require much care in 
packing: -- Huge’ straw-filled barrels and 
boxes are the result. There is a large 
china .and pottery importing company at 37 
and 39 Murray Street. In front of: this 
store is.generally seen a choice collection of 
boxes .and.hbarrels. They are extremely 
large, and therefore leave only a little room 
for the pedestrian. This is supplemented a 


few doors below by. Oscar Goerke at 53 and 
55. Across the street Endeman & Churchill 
at 50, Charles Ahrenfeldt & Son at 52 and 
54, and Lazarus, Rosenfeld & Lehman at 
58: There was an almost continuous line 
of curbstone obstructions. No one was en- 
gaged in moving these obstructions, 

R. S. .Luqueer of 69 Murray Street sells 
horse furnishings. In front of his store 
thére were a number of boxes placed in 
such a way that an unwary pedestrian 
would run into them. The Hiss, Sanford 
Woodenware Company, at 81, have evident- 
ly determined not to be outdone by Lu- 
queer, and have also constructed a winding 
way. 

2 Barricades High in the Air, 


In front of Philip J. Hahn’s, 72 Murray 
Street; Allen, Morris & Opdycke’s, 76, and 
Berry, Wisner, Lohman & Co.’s, 82 and 84, 
the barricades took up over one-half the 
sidewalk, and ranged from 3 feet to 6 
feet high. In the midst of this blockade 
Was a truch, end the only sign of life visi- 
bie were two men talking politics on the 
tail of the truck. 

On the northwest corner of Greenwich 
and Murrdy Streets is a saloon. ‘On the 
Murray Street side of this place was a large 


pile of barrels filled witth vegetables. No 
one was engaged in moving these, for they 
were covered with a cloth. 

Further down on the south side .cf.the 
street were J. H. Bahrenburg, Brothers & 
Co., Thomas M. Bartlett, and the Knicker- 
bo¢cker Cigar Company, at the corner of 
West Street. The Knickerbocker. .Cigar 
Company oertainly has no use for the vege- 
tables lining their sidewalks; but there was 
no difference perceptible between them and 
their produce neighbors along the block. 


Good ard Bad Sides. 

The condition of these respective side- 
walks is a revelation. The north side of the 
street is almost entirely clear, while the 
south side is a shining example of what 
can be done when the squatter sets -his 
mind upon his. work. 


, Qn -the Warren .Street corner is G. J. 


Westervelt & Co., referred to. above: Ad- 


&. Rye; -a-satoon, in front’ of which are the 
usual barrels and boxes of vegetables, and 


Charles D. McGeorge, McDowell, Pierce & 
Co., on,the corner. of Washington. Street. 
None of these firms need any sign to ad- 
Vertise their business. Their wares are too 
prominently displayed on the sidewalk to 
render that necessary. | 

On the southeast corner of Warren and 
Washington Streets is the usual saloon with 
the attendant produce Gieplay Eppens, 
Smith & Wiemans, William H. Roberts, and 
H. F. Strohsal follow in regular order. They 
evidently do not think the pedestrians have 
any rights. At least, their sidewalk display 
would indicate it. 


erchants Are Defiant, 


Acker, Merrall & Condit, at the northeast 
corner of Warren Street and West Broad- 
way; Robert J. Keaseby, 54 Warren Street, 
and L. Straus & Sons, 42 to 46 Warren 
Street, are on the same block. Before their 
places of business were piles of boxes and 
casks. These did not entirely impede travel, 


but the sidewalk was nearly one-half 
blocked. 

The foregoing specifications of obstruc- 
tions are of two streets. In the vast major- 
ity of the cases named there has never 
been an attempt to restrict the encroach- 
ment. Some of these merchants say they 
have used the sidéwalks rm intend doing 
go. ‘That this subject is attratting attention 
may be evidenced by ‘the fact that at the 
recent meeting of Tammany Hall the fol- 
lowing resolution wes passed:~ 

“We favor the enactment of a law or 
ordinance Which would within reasonable 
limits permit storekeepers or merchants 





to exhibit their wares to the public, outside 
= limits of their stores, without molesta- 
on. 


‘Hits the Nail on the Head, 
fo the Editor of The New-York Times: 

Your article on Vesey Street hits the nail 
on the head. .Some of the merchants on 
this street think they own street, light, air, 
and everything connected with the street. 
Drop awnings are found everywhere in the 
most filthy condition.

Take away the stands from the 
outside of the market; give pedestrians to 
and from the ferries and docks a clean 
street. Landlords should not sublot stoop 
lines. Keep up the good work.

FIRE ISLAND PROPERTY SOLD. 


James W. Ketcham Bought It at Auc- 
tion for $20,000. 


The State property on Fire Island, which 
was. purchased as a cholera station in the 
Summer of 1892, was sold at auction yester- 
day to James W. Ketcham of 187 Broadway 
for $20,000. The sale was made _ subject to 
the approval of the State Land Commis- 
sioners. 

The property embraces 125 acres adjoin- 
ing the Life Saving Station on Fire Island. 
It has a frontage of half a mile on the 
ocean, and an equal frontage on the Great 
South Bay. Six weeks ago a special com- 
mittee, appointed by the Land Commis- 
sioners, consisting of State Engineer Adams, 
Controller Roberts, and Attorney General 
Hancock, advertised the property for sale. 
The Quarantine Commissioners had previ- 
ously had an offer of $50,000 for it, but re- 
fused because they decided it must be put 
up at public auction. The sale took place 
in the office of the Quarantine Commis- 
sioners at noon, and was under the super- 
vision of State Engineer Adams. Besides 
the Quarantine Commissioners oniy two 
real estate dealers and three men from Long 
Island were present. 

Mr. Adams explained that the terms re- 
quired a 10 per cent. deposit by the suc- 
cessful bidder, and that in sixty days the 
Land Commissioners would announce 
whether they would accept or reject the bid. 
Auctioneer Parsons offered the property, 
and Ketcham’s bid of $20,000 was the only 
one received. Engineer Adams asked if the 
person who wrote to Health Officer Doty 
offering $50,000 for the property some weeks 
ago was present. D. Phoenix Ingraham, a 
real estate deuler of 111 Broadway, said he 
wes the man who made the offer. 

“Aren't you going to bid now?” he was 
asked. 

“No, sir,’’ the dealer replied emphatically. 

He then said that he wrote to Dr. Doty 
two months ago, making his offer of $50,000, 
which he did for a syndicate, and got no 
reply to his letter. Ketcham’s offer was 
accepted, subject. to the conditions an- 
nounced. He thereupon deposited $2,000, 
the required percentage. He to!d a re- 
porter for THE NEwW-YORK TIMEs that he 
had purchased the property for Henry B. 
and Leander Sire, who own the Bijou The- 
atre, the Stewart House, Forty-first Street 
and Broadway, and other property in this 
city. They are bachelors living at 22 West 
Ffty-ninth Street. 

‘I was surprised,’’ Mr. 
‘“‘at being the only bidder. I was prepared 
to go much higher, and had heard the 
Board wanted: $75,000. It was the Sire 
Brothers who made the offer of $50,000 some 
time ago. My syndicate, if they get the 
property, will improve the hotel, make fine 
drives around the island, and convert it 
into an unequaled Summer resort.”

TWO SOCIETIES. 


Each Secks io Profit by the Will of 
Charles B. Beck. 


The case of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, as executor of the will of Charles 
B. Beck against the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime and the New-York Society 
for the Suppression of Vice, is now on the 
calendar of the Supreme Court, and will 
probably be reached this week. The first- 
named society is gererally known as the 
*“‘Parkhurst”’ scciety, and the second is 
dominated by Anthony Comstock. 

The action arises out of the contention 
between the two societies as to which was 
intended to be the beneficiary under the 
will of Mr. Beck. He died in October, 1893, 
possessed of a large amount of real estate 
on Third Avenue, lying in the neighborhood 
of One Hundred and Seventy-first and One 
Hundred and Seventy-second Streets, be- 
tween Crotona Park on the east and Brook 
Avenue on the west. This property, to- 
gether with other real estate and personal 
property, made the estate valued at several 
millions of dollars. 

Mr. Beck was thirty-nine years old, and 
a bachelor. His will, after making liberal 


beauests to certain friends and relatives, 
gave $100,000 for the building of a Pres- 
bvterian church at West Farms, as a me- 
morial to his mother. The residue of the es- 
tate was to be divided into tive equal parts, 
to be distributed as follows: 

One-fifth to Columbia College, one-fifth to 
the Board of Home Missions of the Pres- 
byterian Church, one-fifth to the Presby- 
terian Hospital, one-fifth to the New-York 
Hospital and one-fifth to the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime.

AGAINST THE AMENDMENT 





BOARD OF TRADE WOULD DEFEAT 
THE FORESTRY MEASURE. + 


Some Reasons Why the Proposed 
Change in the Constitution Relat- 
ing to the State Forest Preserves 
Bhould Be Voted Down at the 
Coming Election—What the Bal- 
lots Contain and the Danger That 
Lurks in a Serious Omission. 


The warning sounded against the pro- 
posed forestry amendment by the New-York 
State Association for the Protection of Fish 
and Game, and the repeated admonitions by 
the press of the State, during the last few 


days, have. aroused a feeling of resentment 
in .many voters who had. not previously 
known of the merits of the measure. 

A plain statement of fact in the matter 
should turn an overwhelming vote against 
the amendment and crushingly rebuke peo- 
ple behind the scheme. This aims to secure, 
through an amendment to the forestry sec- 
tion of the State Constitution, the leasing 
of State lands in the Forest Preserve.. If 
passed, the measure will open the door to 
the utter destruction of the great water- 
sheds of the State, on which every natural 
stream and the canal system depend. The 
great danger that the voters of the Stata 
may next Tuesday unwittingly favor. the 
amendment through a misunderstanding has 
enlisted the aid of the New-York Board of 
Trade and Transportation in defeating the 
measure, 

In order to intelligently set forth the pur- 
poses of the amendment, the Special For- 
estry Committee of the board has concisely 
stated in a pamphlet the exact situation. 
This committee is composed of such promi- 
nent business men as Edmund P. Martin, 
Joseph J. O’Donohue, Simon Sterne, John 
H. Washburn, William B. Boorum, Edwin. 
S. Marston, Peter F. Schofield, and James 
MacNaughton.. The board’s Special Com- 
mittee on Constitutional Amendments also 
was, concerned in the preparation of the 
pamphlet. This committee includes William 
Brookfield, John W. Vrooman, Elias §. A. 
De Lima, and William H. Arnoux, also Mr. 
Sterne, who is mentioned in the first-named 
committee. 

The pamphlet states at the beginning that 
in a Presidential contest like the one now 
absorbing the attention of the entire Na- 
tion interest in all other questions is very 
apt to be overshadowed and forgotten until 
it is too late to prevent the evils to which 
they give rise.. And next is cited a strik- 
ing example—the apparently unimportant 
change proposed in the Constitutional clause 
preserving the forests owned by the State 
in the Adirondacks, Catskills, and other re- 
gions. Though these wooded regions are 
totally unsuited for agricultural or other 
rural pursuits, they are absolutely neces- 
sary to their existence, and seem designed 
by nature for a great conserver of the vari- 
ous industries depending upon the canals 
and rivers for transportation. 

Waterways are the regulators of freight 
throughout the country at-certain seasons, 
;and therefore induce a-vast amount of in- 


ternal conmunerce, ‘all ‘of ‘which results, di- 


rectly and. otherwise, in giving employment 
to’ mahy thousands of people. 

Not only must.we look to these wooded reliefs, 
runs a part of the pamphlet, to guarantee the 
integrity of the multiform commercial interests 
that have raised the Empire State to her proud 
eminence among her sister. States, but eventu- 
ally. every. hamlet and the great and ever-increas- 
ing centres of population must turn to them for 
that supply of pure water necessary for the in- 
numerable uses of civilized life. The several 
propositions contained in the amendment were 
thoroughly discussed by the. delegates at the 
late Constitutional Convention, amd were voted 
down unanimously. 

The leasing of the State lands for camp and 
cottage sites is fraught with dangér from many 
sources. It carries with it the certainty that 
the choicest situations would be selected by the 
lessees, thereby exciuding the public from the 
enjoyment of the advantages they afford, andi 
denying to it that wildwood charm arid freedom 
that have been the chief attractions for the 
health and pleasure seekers, , 

The lands rented. would, in time, be’ stripped 
of their timber to supply the various wants 
created by the circumstances of occupancy; 
footpaths, avenues, and wagon roads would be 
cut through the surrounding forests. In ad- 
dition to these evils are those greater ones that 
are due to fire. With their many and neces- 
sary uses cf fire for household purposes, these 
camps and cottages would be a constant menace 
to the integrity of the adjacent woods. 

The amendment also proposes to authorize 
the exchange of lands owned by the State situ- 
ated outside the Forest Preserve for lands not 
owned by the State within the preserve. This 
means that lands worthless, by reason of their 


naturally bare, rocky character, of those covered | 


to be | Coroner Hoeber found a prescription for the 


by a serubby vegetation, or made worthless by 
having becn stripped of their timer, ure 
exchanged for valuable woodlands, owned by 
the State outside tne preserve, 

The third proposition of the amendment per- 
mits the Legislature to authorize the sale of 
lands belonging to the State situate outside the 
preserve. Lands thus sold or exchanged by the 
State, are sold or exchanged, that the lumber 
may be cut from them. When lumbered they 
become 2 menace to the surrounding country 
from their liability to fires. Remaining as 
virgin forests in the possession of the State they 
shield the neighboring regions from the violence 
of winds, and, as conservers of moisture, pre- 
serve the streams and ponds within their own 
limits and those in the vicinity. Consequently 
their velue will increase; they will not become 
worthless, which would be the case should they 
be sold and lumbered. 

Particular attention has been called to the 
matter of voting on the proposed amend- 
ment. The ballot which will be submitted 
to the voters will be separate from that 
upon. which the names of candidates for 
office are printed. and will contain these 
words: 

‘* Shall the proposed amendment to Section 
7 of Article VII. of the Constitution, relat- 
ing to forest preserves, be adcepted?”’ 

No word or line reveals the importance of 
the proposed measure, and the serious- 
ness of the omission will be recognized 
when the voter goes into the »Dooth and 
does not know to what the subject refers. 
On the left side of the ballot, opposite the 
question, will be found the words, “ Yes”’ 
and ‘*No,’’ each followed by a_ square. 
Every voter should appreciate the fact that 
a cross, marked with a black lead pencil in 
the square after the word ‘* No”’ will serve 
the best interests of’ the State and its 
people. 

Attention has been drawn to the matter of 
fire and fire insurance in their relations to 
the water. source of the Adirondacks and 
Catskills, a proper supply and pressure 
being necessary safeguards for human life 
as well as a guarantee for the protection

MEANS DESTRUCTION OF FOREST. 


Canal Xxpenditures Useless if the 
Amerdment Is Carried. 


Yo the Editor of Txe New-York Times: 

Dear Sir: The Fisheries, Game, and For- 
est Commission has, either in defense of 
its action or quite gratuitously, for it is no 
part of its official duty to take in charge 
or champion proposed vital changes in the 
organic law of the State, issued a card at- 
tempting to justify the amendment to the 
Constitution, which is to be voted upon at 
the coming election. 

The Commissioners deem is necessary to 
acquit themselves of any responsibility for 
the existence of this proposition, and take 
the trouble to relieve their predecessors of 
any responsibility for it. How do they 
know what their predecessors did, and if 
they know that neither commission is re- 
sponsible, why do they not tell the public 
who is? 

But the Commissioners are not frank, 
They say, ‘‘ The proposed amendment did 
not originate with this commission, its 
preliminary “passage through the Legislat- 








ure having occurred in 1895, before the 
present commission was appointed.”’ Theh, 
after clearing their predecessors, they take 
the position of indorsing the proposition, as 
if they had had nothing to do with it be- 
tween 1895 and the present time. They do 
not tell what they did with the Legislature 
of 1896. I can. 

This amendment was, upon the day it 
was introduced in the Senate, in 1896, taken 
there by Mr. Weed, who nanded it to the 
Senator, who introduced it, and who, at his 
request, presented it and caused it to be 
referred to the appropriate committee. 
This was done in my presence, and I imme- 
diately afterward took Mr. Weed to task 
for attempting to nullify the act of the peo- 
ple in adopting the forestry provision now 
in force. He then admitted the part played 
by him, attempting to defend his action. 

Mr. Weed was then, and now is, a mem- 
ber of the present commission, and he was 
a member of its predecessors. He was one 
of that commission which, on Dec. 27, 1894, 
after the people had adopted the provision 
now in the Constitution, and which was to 
go into effect Jan. 1, 1895, sought to evade 
it by meeting secretly, behind closed doors 
at a late hour of the night, a Forestry Com- 
missioner having been brought on a special 
engine from. Plattsburg to make a quorum, 
and granting a railway company the right 
of way through thousands of acres of State 
lands. And this immediately after a vigor- 
ous fight before the Land Board of the 
State, where the grant was refused, and at 
which meeting Mr. Weed was present. Was 
President Davis of the commission ignorant 
of all this when he signed the statement 
of Oct, 25, inst., made by the commission? 
If so, ‘he must have diligently avoided 
Knowing facts of which the general public 
have fuil knowledge. 

The indorsement of the present commis- 
sion should have little influence, when it 
is remembered that its members allowed 
the outrageous Brackett bill of last Winter, 
which would by its terms practically turn 
over the Adirondack woods and streams to 
individuals, to pass the Assembly and al- 
most to pass the Senate without taking 
action to defeat it, tardily passing or mak- 
ing public a resolution conaemning it after 
the press and certain individuals had at- 
tacked it and made its defeat certain. 

What does the commission offer in de- 
fense of the proposition now before the 
people? 

They do not say a word in favor of the 
exchange or sale of land proposition, and 
only refer to the proposition to lease, hold- 
ing that leases of small parcels will do no 
harm. The leasing pre-empts the most 
available places on the most accessible lakes 
to people probably friendly to the Com- 
missioners, for a trifle, thus excluding the 
general public, the loss of the woods by 
fire snd waste following in the wake of 
such leases. The Commissioners make a 
plea in behalf of those aiready holding 
leases. No Constitutional provision or 
other legal enactment can affect existing 
leases, but none of these should be renewed. 

The commission speaks of the advantage 
to the State of securing the revenue from 
the existing leases ‘‘as such funds are 
availabie for the turther purchase of for- 
est lands.”’ 

Is not this absurd, when it is made 
known that, as appears by the report of 
the Forestry Commission ror 1894, trans- 
mitted to the Legislature Jan, 31, 1895, a 
copy of which is now before me, the 
whole amount received ‘‘from_ leases 
of Adirondack camp sites’’ during a year 
was the magnificent sum of- $1,005? And 
no leases were thereafter made, as the 
prohibition against leasing- went into effect 
Jan. 1, 1895. ‘The Commissioners must 
have assumed that the people know noth- 
ing of public affairs, to allow of such 
statements being made. 

Their best duty will lie in the direction 
of caring ‘for the iorests as they find 
them, ‘leaving the making’ of laws to those 
charged with that duty. The people should 


‘stamp the proposition with disapproval, , 
‘by voting against the proposition to amerd 


the Constitution, which means ‘the destruc- 
tion. of tne forests. = ; 
Protection-to thé forests ‘means not only 
the enjoyment of the woods themselves 
by the peonle of the state, but is neces- 
sary for. the existence of our watercourses 
and our canals. The wholesale destruc- 
tion which has gone on for years has al- 
ready diminished the. water in our. Trivers 
and lakes to an alarming extent, and has 
caused the dangerous freshets from which 
we have suffered. ‘The people last year 
voted the expénditure of $9,000,000 for the 
improvement of the canals, and this ex- 
penditure will bé wasted if the great res- 
ervoirs in the woods are destvoyed by 
the cutting of the timber and the sale 
and leasing of our public wili lands.

The seventy- 
five girls in the workroom rushed to the 
office, and Mr. Harris was found dead. 

He was fifty-six years old. His home 
was at 727 East One Hundred and Thirty- 
ninth Street. He leaves a wife and two 
daughters, one thirteen and the other fif- 
teen years old, 





Schooner Henry Souther Lost. 


The Red D Line steamship Venezuela, 
which was at Curacao on Oct. 20, reports 
that on Oct. 15, in latitude 34 degrees 53 
minutes, longitude 72 degrees 2 minutes, off 
the coast of North Carolina, while on the 
outward passage from New-York, she sight- 
ed the schooner Henry Souther, flying the 
American ensign, union down, in the mizzen 
rigging. ‘The schocner was on her beam 
énds, all of her boats were gone, and there 
was no sign of-life aboard. The Souther 
sailed from St. Pierre; Martinique, on Sept. 
5,.for Bon Air, West Indies, and Portland, 
Me. She was in charge of Capt. Norwood. 
She.was a 680-tonner, 163 feet in length, and 
was built at Thomaston, Me., in 1884. Her 
hailing port was Portland, Me. 





Water for Long Island City. 


City Treasurer Lucien Knapp of Long 
Island City stated yesterday that he intend- 
ed to prefer charges at the next meeting of 
the Common Council against the Woodside 
Water Company. He said he had received 
notice that a water company offered to sup- 
ply. Long Island City with water at the rate 
of 5 cents per 1,000 gallons. The Treasurer 
says the Woodside Water Company is now 
receiving 10 cents per 1,000 gallons, and 
that if the contract is continued the city 
would lose $25,000 a year. The Aldermen 
have never ratified the contract with the 
Woodside Company, and Mr. Knapp hopes 
to have it revoked.

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ALBANY’S NEW POLICE BILL 





~ ¥ = 
DECLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL 
BY THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


A Minority of the Common Council Is 
Not a City Authority Within the 
Meaning of the Constitution— 
Four of the Judges Agree in the 
Decision, and Three Dissent—Not 
a Case Which Governs Other Bi- 
Partisan Laws. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 27.—The new police 
reorganization law for Albany, which pro- 
vided for a new Police Board to be. ap- 
pointed by the Republican and Democratic 
members of the Common Council,’ was de- 


clared unconstitutional to-day by a decision 
of the Court of Appeals. 

The court affirms with costs the decision 
of the lower court declaring the law un- 
constitutional. The prevailing opinions 
are written by Judges Gray and O’Brien, 
and the result is concurred in by Chief 
Judge Andrews and Judge Vann,: on the 
grounds: First, that a minority of the Com- 
mon Council is not a city authority within 
the meaning of Section 2, Article 10 of the 
Constitution. 

Second, that the clause prescribing the 
qualification of the Police Commissioners 
is so connected with the purpose of the act 
and the object in view that it cannot be 
said that it was not an essential part-of the 
scheme of the act, and may, therefore, be 
rejected, leaving the remainder of the act 
to stand. 

Judges Haight, Bartlett, and Martin write 
dissenting opinions in favor of the consti- 
tutionality of the law. 

This decision of the lower court declares 
unconstitutional the two main provisions 
of the law, viz.: 

That the minority in the Common Coun- 
cil may have the same right to appoint two 
Police Commissioners as the law accords 
to the majority members of the Common 
Council, and limiting the appointment of 
members of the Police Board to citizens 
who are members of the parties represented 
by the majority and minority members of 
the Common Council. 

The Greenbush (Rensselaer County) new 
police law is also unconstitutional, as its 
constitutionality rested upon the Court of 
Appeals decision in the Albany case. 

Counsel for defense, in arguing before 
the Court of Appeals, held that if the Al- 
bany bipartisan police law was unconstitu- 
tional all present bipartisan boards were 
acting under unconstitutional laws. 


Other Bipartisan Laws. 


With reference to the effect which this 
decision of the court will have upon the 
standing of laws now upon the statute 
books which provide for non-partisan or bi- 
partisan boards of commissions, Judge 
O’Brien, who writes one of the majority 
opinions, says: 

“The learned counsel for the defendant 
has atttempted with much. industry- and 
ability to defend the, various provisions of 
this bill by arguments drawn largely from 
‘the legislative interpretation of the Con- 
stitution manifested by the creation- and 
operation through a long Series of years of 
bipartisan boards and commissions, and 
our attention is called to numerous laws en- 
acted for that purpose providing © some- 
times for their appointment and some- 
times for their election by ‘the people. -None 


of these statutes, however, contains such 
proyisions as the one now under consider- 
ation, and, it should be added, this court 
has carefully refrained from expressing any 
opinion as to the validity of provisions 
which preclude the people or the appointing 
power from voting for or approving of all 
the members composing them. (People vs. 
Kenney, 96 N. Y., 303; People vs. Grissey, 
91 N. Y., 616; Demerest vs. ‘The Mayor, 147 
N. Y., 203.) 

“It will be found, I think, upon careful 
examination of the laws creating such 
boards that they have been organized with 
such scrupulous fairness that in every case 
they can reasonably be considered as the 
result and outgrowth of local sentiment and 
local authority. Morcover, they have proved 
to be, as thus constituted, suc) usetul in- 
struments fc the promotion of economy, 
order, and good government as to disarm 
all opposition on the part of the people in 
the localities where they are in operation 
and to meet with general public approval. 


Nothing Aguiust These Laws, 


“We do not decide or intimate anything 
against the validity of the laws under which 
such boards exist. When their particular 
provisions are questioned or brought regu- 
larly before us it will be then pertinent to 


inquire whether there is not sufficient war- 
rant within the pale of the Constitution for 
their organization and existence. It does 
not follow that laws which merely require 
the local appointing power to so constitute 
boards as to be non-partisan or bi-partisan, 
are in conflict with the Constitution. So 
long as the people have the benefit of the 
judgment and discretion of the local author- 
ity in making the selection from the citi- 
zens it may not be a fatal objection that 
they are restricted from selecting all the 
appointees from the same party. So long 
as the appointment is in fact as well as in 
form made by the Mayor or Common Coun- 
cil. as the case may be, and the appointing 
authoritv is left free to cst in its integrity, 
the mere fact that they may be prohibited 
from making the choice from one particular 
class or political party may not invalidate 
the statute. There is, we think, a distinc- 
tion between such a statute and that now 
under consideration, where the local au- 
thoritv is so divided that its action cannot 
be said to represent the popular will, but, 
rather, the choice of the central authority. 


Need Not Vacate the Offices. 


In any case whgre the selections have 
been made and the persons selected have 
qualified and assumed the duties of the 
office, it may be that their official acts 
would not be void merely because the 


power under which they were appointed 
obeyed a statute open to some constitu- 
tional Ubjection in making the selection of 
is unnecessary, how- 
ever, to consider or decide such questions 
until théy are ‘properly before us. All we 
mean to say is that: the condemnation of 
this statute does not necessarily vacate the 
places or invalidate the official acts of city 
officers holding under statutes to which at- 
tention has heen called, and which, it is 
claimed, are identical with that now under 
consideration. (Curtin vs. Barton, 139 N. 
Y. 505.) We are dealing now with the pro- 
visions of the bill before us and with noth- 
ing else. Confining the discussion and 
examination to that alone, we are compelled 
to hold that, in the particulars pointed out, 
it is in conflict with the Constitution. 

“The fatal objection to the bill is that, 
while professing to comply with the Consti- 
tution by designating the Common Council 
as the appointing authority, it violates it by 
restrictions upon its action and by the 
enactment of methods of procedure for a 
special purpose, which, in their practical 
operation, confer the power to select upon 
two political groups in the body, each act- 
ing independently of the other.” 





NO EFFECT IN THIS CITY. 


Provisions of the Albany Law Which 
Made It Invalid, 


The Albany Police act was a partisan 
measure which was fought bitterly at 
every stage of its passage through the 
Legislature, its opponents declaring at tha 
time that its provisions were unconstitu- 
tional, The act provided that the Common 
Council should elect four persons to act_?s 
Police Commissioners, not more than,’two 
of whom should belong to the same political 
party. Each member of the Common, Coun- 
cil was restrained by the act fram voting 








for more than two Commissioners. It was 
this manner of appointment ’ at was held 
by the court to be unconstitutional, as it 
restricted the power of individual members 
of the Common Council. 

The contention was also made that a ma- 
jority of the Common Council could not 
legally be restrained from voting for the 
entire Board of Commissioners and that a 
minority of the Common Council should not 
be clothed with the power of appointment 
of a Police Board. The bill also provided 
that in the case of a vacancy it was the 
duty of the Mayor of Albany to fill it, but 
he was compelled to name the man chosen 
by the members of the Common Council of 
the same political faith as the Police Com- 
missioner whose office had become vacant. 
In this way a minority of the Common 
Council could compel the naming of a man 
even against the protest of a majority of 
the Ceuncil, who might desire the appoint- 
ment of a man belonging to a third political 
party. 

The bill applied only to the City of Al- 
bany, and the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals declaring it invalid will not, it is 
believed, affect the Police Department .of 


this city, although it is governed by a bi- 
partisan board. The manner of appoint- 
ment is entirely different, the Mayor having 
the sole power of appointment. -.He is re- 
stricted to the selection of not more than 
two Commissioners from the same political 
party. The constitutionality of the New- 
York system has never been questioned. 
Corporation Counsel Scott said yesterday 
that he could not state positively that the 
department of this city would not be affect- 
ed by the decision until he had seen the full 
text of the opinion. In the case preserfted 
to the court for decision in the Albany Po- 
lice Bill, Mr. Scott said a question was pre- 


sented different from that which would be: 


called to the attention of the court if the 
plain issue of the constitutionality of the bi- 
partisan commissions was raised. If in the 


| decision handed down yesterday the ques- 


tion of the constitutionality of bi-partisan 
commissions was decided adversely, then, 
of course, the Board of Police and the ap- 
pointment of a bi-partisan Board of Elec- 
tion Inspectors would be affected. Mr. 
Scott, however, did not think that the effect 
of the decision would be so far-reaching. 

Police. Commissioner Grant said yester- 
day that he did not think the decision of 
the Court of Appeals would affect the Board 
of Police of this city, because the membérs 
were selected in a different manner to that 
contemplated in the formation of the Al- 
bany board. The Commissioners in this 
city are appointed by the Mayor, and the 
act under which they are appointed pro- 
vides that at no time shall more than two 
Commissioners belong to the same political 
party, nor be of the same political opinion 
on State or National issues. ‘‘ There is no 
doubt, in my mind, that the New-York 
Board of Police is constitutional,’’ said Col. 
Grant, ‘“‘although the question has never 
been raised. 
not confined to Democrats on Republicans 
alone, but the Mayor in the exercise. of his 
discretion mizht appoint Populists or Pro- 
hibitionists as Police Commissioners, pro- 
vided always, however, that not more than 
two of the Commissioners shall be of the 
same political faith on State or National is- 
sues,”’ 





THE DETAINED ARMENIANS. 


Dr. Senner Supported by Treasury 


Action, 


Immigration Commissioner Dr. Joseph H. 
Senner received yesterday, from the Treas- 
ury Department at .Washington, a tele- 
graphic reply to a communication he had 
written regarding the disposition of the Ar- 
menian refugees, now at Ellis Island. It 
was as follows: ; 

“The department approves your action 
in Armenian matter as reported in your let- 
ter of 22d inst., and the future course in- 
dicated ‘therein. Your recommeéndations ‘as 
to acceptance of bonds will be considered in 
connection with the papers received.” 

The telegram.was signed by W. E. Curtis, 
Acting Secretary. Dr, Senner had recom- 
mended the following: — 

First—To insist upon proper ‘distribution 
of Armenians, go as. not ‘to. congest the 
labor. market in any particular branch or 
location. 

Secondly—As they are unquestionably as- 
sisted immigrants they must provide proper 
bonds, so as to secure the country before 
landing against their being supported by the 
Federal authorities. 

There are 274 Armenians left on Ellis 
Island, 6 having been released yesterday. 


Susan B. Fessenden, President of the Mas- 
sachusetts Board of the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, has promised bonds for 
100, and Commissioner Senneér expects, that 
the Salvation Army will secure bonds for 
100 more. lt ig_not thought that any will 
have to be deported. 

MALDEN, Mass., Oct. 27.—The Armenians 
resident in this city have sent the follow- 
ing telegram to Immigration Commissioner 
Senner, at New-York: ‘The Malden Ar- 
menians, numbering about ninety, are will- 
—. < take care of twenty Armenians if re- 
eased.”’

FACTORY WOMEN IN A FIRE 





BROOKLYN EMPLOYES RUSHED 
IN A PANIC DOWN STAIRS. 


Women Fainted, but the Coolness of 
Their Companions Prevented Ac- 
cidents—Men Cut Off from. the 
Stairway and Compelled to Use 
the Fire Escapes—Fireman Hurt— 
Ronalds & Co.’s Building De- 
stroyed—Loss Over $100,000. 


The six-story brick factory building at the 
‘northwest corner of Boerum Place and 
State Street, Brooklyn, owned by Ronalds 
& Co., manufacturers of plumbers’ supplies, 
was destroyed by fire yesterday afternoon, 


and only the four walls are left standing. 
Hundreds ‘of employes in the building at. the 
‘time were thrown into.a panic, 

The building was occupied by Ronalds & 
Co., the Foy, Harmon & Chadwick Com- 
pany, manufacturers of corsets, and the Lu- 
cas-Finley Company, manufacturers of gas 
and electrical supplies. Ronalds & Co. oc- 
cupied the first, second, and third floors; the 
Lucas-Finley Company occcupied the fourth 
floor, and the Foy, Harmon & Chadwick 
Company occupied the fifth and sixth 
floors. Ronalds & Co. employed about 200 
men in the building, the Lucas-Finley Com- 
peny about 30 men, and the Foy, Harmon 
& Chadwick Company about 175 women. 

Everybody in the building was working, 
when about 2:30 P. M. an alarm of fire was 
given by some one on the fourth floor. 
Thick, yellow smoke was coming up the 
elevator shaft. Instantly there was a pan- 
ic.. All the women on the fifth and sixth 
floors began to scream and run for the 
stairs and fire-escapes on the State Street 
front of the building. Superintendent Will- 
iam J. Reid of the corset factory tried to 
calm the women, and told them they were 
in no danger, But they hurriedly took their 
wraps and fled down the stairs. 


Women in a Panic, 


The factory women were all so eager to 
escape from the burning building that 
there was’ a blockade on the stairway. 
Many became tightly jammed, and several, 
fainted. The fainting ones were quickly 
revived, however, and assisted by their 
comrades to the street... The smoke pouring 
up-the stairs almost choked and blinded’ 
them all before they got out of the building. 

At.the foot of the stairs the women were 
met by a company of firemen carrying 
hose up. Before the firemen could get to 
the top, however, the flames burst upon 
them and they were compelled to retreat. : 
Meanwhile. the men in the building had 
also descended safely, though several were 
cut off by the flames and were compelled 
to use the fire escapes. 

The fire spread through the building with 
remarkable rapidity, and in a few moments 
flames burst from every window, and @ 
heavy cloud of pungent smoke rose and 
spread for blocks ‘around. It was seen in 
all parts of :the city, and an immense crowd 
was attracted. Several hundred young wo- 


men _ from. Packer Institute and boys from 

‘the. Polytechnic were in the erowd. 

._ The fire spread both above-and below the ~ 
fourth ‘floor, and half an hour after it had 

started the roof fell, carrying with it the 

‘fifth and fourth floors. Portions of the other 

‘floors fell later. - 


Water Tower Used. 


Besides the fire engines the water:tower 
was brought into operation, but the firemen 
fought the fire for more than an hour before 
they brought it under control.. 

While the fire was in progress there was 
much excitement in the Bijou Theatre, cor- 
ner. of Smith and Schermerhorn Streets. *A 
matinée was in progress and the theatre 
was filled-with an audience composed main- 
ly of women. The smoke blew through the 
open windows into the auditorium. Many 
—— thought the fire was in the theatre, 

ut the manager assured the audience that 
there was no danger, and the timid ones 
returned to their seats. 

Fireman Frank McCarty of Truck 10 had 
several toes crushed by a pipe connection, 
which fell upon him, That was the only 
accident. 


Complete Figures Withheld. 


No one connected with any of the firms 
in the factory would male a full statement 
of losses or insurance, but the police esti- 
mate the total damage at $100,000. At the 
office of Ronalds & Co., 54 Cliff Street, it 
was said that the building was owned by 


the firm, and that it andithe stock and 
machinery were amply covered by insur- 
ance. The amount of the insurance was not 
given. Mr. Oakley, manager of the New- 
York office, said that the building was 
worth nearly $100,000. 

The burned building adjoins a smaller 
building ,also occupied by Romalds:& Co., 
on Boerum Place. It is of brick, and is 
separated from the older building by a 
twelve-inch wall. This wall saved the 
smaller building from destruction. In the 
rear of the burned building was a narrow 
alley, which separates it from Zemann & 
Co.’s underwear factory, where many Wo- 
men were employed. They all escaped with- 
— ree and the building was not dam- 
aged. 


Mayor Wurster a Spectator. 


Mayor Wurster, who enjoys the spectacle 
of a fire, was in his office in the City Hall 
when he: learned of the blaze. He hurried 
around to see it. He was not recognized 
by the policemen who formed the fire line, 
and when ‘he asked to go through he wa 
refused permission. z 

**But I’m the Mayor,” he said. 

The policemen were incredulous, and said 
he would have to be identified. Fire Com- 
missioner Bryant and Chief Dale came 
along just ‘then, and he appealed to them. 
He was allowed to pass.

It was a desperiie device which the stock 
jobbers used. It appeared in the form of 
a bogus telegram dated Washington, de- 
claring that war was about to be de- 
clared by Spain against the United States. 
This dispatch, in a variety of guises, fair- 
ly flooded Wall Street. It bore a signature 
that meant nothing to anybody, but, none 
the less, Wall Street got scared—and away 
went market prices. 

*,* 

Accompanying attacks from bear manipu- 
lators were effective for the first time re- 
cently. Recollections of what regularly 
attended Vgnezuelan war talk last Decem- 
ber spread nervousness round, and, of 
course, timid commissiun brokers were agi- 
tated into urging customers to sell out. 
Under these circumstances it would have 
been simply miraculous if the market had 
done anything else than it did do—slide 
down, 

*,* 

Sugar Trust stock was the chief suf- 
ferer in the decline. Open indications of 
inside assistance appeared there to facili- 
tate the smasning programme. So appar- 
ent, indeed, were some of the tactics em- 
ployee that certain incidents were joked 
about on the floor of the Stock Exchange 
—for trickery even yet seems to some 
krokers immensely jocular. 

*,* 

But in other quarters there was only open 
raiding, without such apparent collusion. 
The Granger railway stocks were especial 
targets, and every bear trader, big and 
little, fired away industriously at St. Paul 
and Burlington. They yielded a point or 
so—but a trifle, compared with the hand- 
some rises scored since they started up- 
ward under the attacks of this same bear 
crowd, 

+,* 

Of course, the short interest was ex- 
tended considerably, despite the fact that 
many long stocks wer= sacrificed. The 
close approach of the election, and the 
disposition to ‘“‘even up” over that time, 
induces recent buyers of stocks to let go 
and wait. It is worth remarking, inci- 
dentally, however, that despite clamorous 
proclamations of bear victory to-day, 
stocks en the average are higher to-night 
than they were at the opening of busi- 
ness yesterday, the beginning of the week.

PRUDENT BUT CONFIDENT. 


President E. S. Mason of the Bank of 
New-York, N. B. A., said yesterday in talk- 
ing of the money market outlook: 

‘““I do not see any reason for fearing a 
stringency in money. There is, I know, 
some apprehension as to the course of the 
money market between this and election, 
but I do not think there is any ground for 
it. 

“At present I do not find the demand for 
money that we had a few weeks ago. The 
banks are not losing as much to depositors 
and correspondents as they have been doing, 
and they are not having as much urgent 
demand for loans from customers as for- 
merly. The people who have the idea that 
it will be safer to draw down their bank 
balanees before the ele@tion are by this 
time nearly all attended to. That bad fac- 
tor is, I think, well eliminated. 

“The banks naturally are not very 
anxious to pour out their surplus reserves 
on the loan market. They are acting cau- 
tiously and conservatively owing to the 
prevailing uncertainty in business circles 
that is born of this political crisis. But I 
think you will find that customers are being 
well taken care of, and that while money 
is somewhat dear, it is not as scarce as is 
supposed. There will probably be an active 
demand for money until election, but I do 
not believe that we wiil have a stringency 
unless something unforeseen occurs to 
create a scare. 

“As to money after Nov. 3, I do not look 
for any extensive softening in the market. 
There will, of course, be a great deal more 
money loose. Just now there is a quantity 
of it that has entirely disappeared. Where 
it is no one but its owners know. With 
McKinley elected this must reappear, and 
its reappearance will make a great deal of 
money in the market. But there will be a 
very great demand for funds after the elec- 
tion. It is expected that we are going to 
see wonderful activity in all lines of busi- 
ness. This is going to keep money active, 
end it is going to prevent any very great 
decline in rates. 

“ But regarding any stringency before the 
election, I think I can safely say that under 
present conditions there is not the slightest 
probability of it.”

President Weir, when asked yesterday 
as to the probability of a revival in business 
as soon as the election of McKinley was a 
fact, said: 

“I expect to see prompt improvement 
that will extend to every line of trade. All 
over the country every merchant's shelves 
are bare. Business men have been buying 
just what they need for immediate sales, 
and no more. There are no surplus stocks. 
There are no houses who have goods on 
hand to any extent. When the buying 
movement starts it will be a rushing one. 

“All that the business community needs 
new is confidence—certainty as to the fut- 
ure. It is holding itself re:dy to start as 
soon as the word is given—as soon as Mr. 
McKinley is actually elected. 

“I think we shall féel the effects immedi- 
ately, and I believe they will prove great- 
er than we anticipate. 

“As to the certainty of a sound-money 
victory, I can say to you from the advices 
and reports I receive from our agents all 
over the country, I believe there will be 
simply a McKinley landslide next Tuesday. 
I do not think there should be any doubt as 
to the result, and I thina the size of the 
victory will surprise even the most san- 
guine McKinleyites. 

“And the deeper Bryanism is buried, the 
greater will be the impetus given to busi- 
nese; the more complete will be the restora- 
tion of public confidence; the wider will be 
the scope of the revival in trade. 

“All we want now is Nov. 3. To my 
mind, there is no doubt as to the result, and 
there is no deubt as to the prosperity that 
is bound to follow.” 





ON A SUR=Z FOUNDATION, 


Mr. George W. Close of the Stock Ex- 
change house of Cochran & Close, said yes- 
terday, in discussing the market outlook: 

‘‘In the bond department I do not find 
any increase in inquiry. The class of in- 
vestors who are most prominent in the bond 
market are the kind who seldom discount 
events and who seldom take risks. And, al- 
though the outlook for McKinley is much 
better now than it was a few weeks ago, 
yet it is not sufficiently assured to increase 
the demand for bonds to any appreciable 
extent. 

“The strength shown by the stock mar- 
ket is wonderful. I do not think current 
buying is largely by commission houses, for 
I do not think they are any more disposed 
to carry accounts over the election than 
they were two weeks ago, especially with 
the present close money market. Nor do I 
believe that the market is being put up by 
the covering of shorts. 

“TI think stocks are being taken up by 
strong people who are discounting the elec- 
tion. That seems to be the only conclusion 
tenable in the face of the disturbed condi- 
tions and the tight money. If this is so, 
Wwe are not going to see any great boom in 
stocks immediately following the election. 
A reaction will be more probable. 

“But we will get a good solid foundation 
for three or four years of steady advances. 
The strong people who are buying will not 
sell out on small profits. Their stocks will 
be locked away to wait for substantial ad- 
vances. 

“There is one factor which will make it- 
self evident after the election, which, I 
think, is not generally considered now. 
There are a great many municipal bonds to 
be floated just as soon as the election is 
over. That is the case all over the coun- 
try. And it is going to keep money out of 
the Stock Exchange to some extent. It is 
zoing to divide the security buying. Pos- 
sibly its effect will not be very great, but 
it will be felt.” 





REACTION ONLY NATURAL. 

Mr. F. M. Dick said yesterday in speaking 
of the immediate outlook for the stock mar- 
ket: ‘ 

“TIT should not be surprised to see some 
further reaction in prices during the next 
few days. It now looks as though rates 
for money would go higher. The discrimi- 
nation against collateral is very strong. 
And, in the face of a stringent money mar- 
ket, with the election still before us, and, 
considering the fact that we have had a 
sharp rise, a reaction would be nothing 
more than natural. 

“Heavy short lines have been covered 
and many profits have been taken. This 
leaves stocks opes for a little decline. True, 
there has been buying by investors, and 
there may be more to be done, but the | 
Street is in no condition to load up with 
stocks and carry them over the election. 
And with all things considered, I think we 
can look for lower quotations in the next 
few days. 

** However, we only have a few more days 
and the suspense will be over. Election 
news grows daily more favorable. Things 
look very bright for McKinley, and the con- 
fidence in his election is rapidly spreading. 
But there is always some. uncertainty. 
When all this agony is over, and the im- 
mense amount of hoarded money is released 
and confidence is once more restored, as it 
will be by the election of McKinley, we can 
feel sure of an upward movement in prices 
that wil' not end until the tape shows 
substantial advances. 

“ But until that time comes—until the de- 
cisive day arrives—the wise course would 
seem to be toward conservatism. There 
will probably be better bargains to be had 
in the next two or three days than those 
offered by present quotations.” 








RAISING SILVER’S PRICE, 


To the Editor af The New-York Zimes: 

Political apostles of silver, after falsely 
claiming that gold is cornered, proceed to 
claim that silver should or could be cor- 
nered—to raise its price. They actually pro- 
pose that it should be done by this coun- 
try. They must mean that the “ people” 
should do it, for it is plain enough that 
the ‘‘Government” would not under free 
coinage “buy” silver, for it would be 
returning it to the owners after minting. 
They say there would be a “demand” for 
it from the “ people.”’ 

The people, however, in selling commodi- 
ties or services, do not “‘ buy’”’ money, be 
it silver or gold, but recognize it only 
as a medium of exchange. If they don’t 
spend it, they put it in the banks, and 
the latter loaa it to some one who wants 
to acqvire something with it; therefore, the 
bank also parts with the money. No one 
buys it in the sense in which the Govern- 
ment bought silver, to store it away, until 
it could take no more of it. 

The people will not buy it to store away 
until they can buy no more. All that can 
possibly be claimed by the silverites is 
that gold money will be driven out, (and 
this they thus concede,) and will have to 
be replaced with silver money. The 
amount of gold in the country is esti- 
mated at $600,000,000 and under. Only 
half of this is in sight, in banks, &c. But 
granting that the wnole sum serves some- 
how in circulation, or as a basis of it, 
then it still is not larger than the amcunt 
of silver bought by the Government under 
the Bland, Allison, and Sherman acts. And 
under these purchases silver fell 50 cents 
per ounce. 

These theorists either do not grasp the 
full import of what they propose,gpr de- 
liberately intend to deceive. It is no easy 
thing to corner even wheat or coal, neither 
of which is ever accumulated to the ex- 
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these sis 
extinguished by - gonsumption. Yet 
at most only a temporary local corner. 
can be made in these articles, and none 
for all the future. The year’s output of 
gold or silver is, however, not extinguished 
by consumption, either in coinage or in 
the arts. Only a relatively small percent- 
age of it is lost by abragion, plating of 
articles, and in other ways. Therefore, we 
have the accumulations of hundreds of 
years, and even thousands of years, to 
deal with. Aryway, what is known to be 
in existence by mere estimates is so vast 
arm amount that no combination can be 
thought of powerful enough to attempt a 
corner in either of them. When we con- 
sider that, moreover, equally with wheat 
or coal, there is an enormous additional 
yearly output, we can get an idea of how 
-utterly impractical it would be to corner 
either silver or gold. Yet these theorists 
contend that by fre, unlimited coinage 
they could “ raise the price of silver’’ to 
double its vaiue. 

No one knows how much silver is accu- 
mulated by the 400,000,000 Chinese, 300,- 
000,000 Hindus, &c. Even an ordinary 
heathen Chinee would regard it as a hoax 
if he were told that. Mr. Bryan and a few 
hundred ‘ Melican men” in Congress 
could by a “resolution” or “ declaration”’ 
raise every Chinaman’s silver to double 
its value. The astute Li Hung Chang, 
when recently in New-York, must have 
been told that some crowds of our voters 
really want to try it. Perhaps it was this 
information that provoked him into the 
otherwise impertinent remark, reported of 
him, that Chinamen: are more intelligent 
than many of our American voters.

CLAMOR FOR THEIR MONEY. 


Bankers’ and Brokers’ Offige Besieged 
by Angry Customers, 


The office of Raphael Mendel & Son, bank- 
ers and brokers, at 143 Division Street, has 
been besieged every evening of late by a 
crowd of angry Hebrew workmen who clam- 
or for the return of money they say be- 
longs to them. On Saturday evening they 
threatened to lynch the agents, and smashed 
in the large plate-glass pane in the door. 

The firm was established in this city about 
eleven years ago as a branch of the same 
house in Hamburg. The founder of the 
firm retired several years ago, and the 
business has been conducted by his two 
sons, Jacob and Samuel Mendel. At the 
end of July Jacob went to Hamburg on ac- 
count of il health, and it was said took 
some of his customers’ money with him 
and has not returned. 


The business here was carried on by M. F. 


Cohn, a nephew, and a clerk, and it was 
these two whom the angry customers 
threatened to lynch. Word was forwarded 
to the Madison Street Police Station, and 
a policeman was sent to preserve order. 

Mr. Cohn and the clerk said last evening 
that most of the business of the firm was 
to send money from the Hebrew customers 
here to their friends in Russia. The money 
was transferred through banking houses to 
the firm’s house in Hamburg, and there 
Russian money was bought and sent to 
Russia by mail. For this receipts were re- 
ceived from the bankers in this city, who 
made the transfers, and also from the Rus- 
sian Post Office. 

For the past tw@ months, however, no 
receipts had been received from Hamburg, 
and Mr. Cohn and the clerk wrote to Ham- 
burg asking for an explanation. Then they 
cabled and got an answer that Mr. Mendel 
was coming by the ship Coiumbia, and had 
the receipts with him. The Columbia ar- 
rived Oct. +, but neither Mendel nor the 
receipts made their appearance. They cabled 
again, and again got an answer that all 
would be right. Mr. Cohn and the clerk 
stopped sending any more money after Oct. 
iQ, cither hoiding it back to the order of the 
depositors, or returning it to them. 

hen the depositors, whose money had 
been sent and whose receipts were due, 
began clamoring, and created a disturbance. 
The police took the agents to the Bssex 


Market Polico Court, but Magistrate Kud- 





lich discharged them after hearing their 
gists, They were again taken to court on 
fonday, but Magistrate Crane again dig- 
charged then. 

The B tsp say that $7,000 is involved, and 
that Mendel had written to say that he 
needed the money just now, but all would 
be right. The agents say thet only $5,000 
is due to depositors. As the firm aiso deals 
in steamer passage tickets that it sells to 
customers on the imstaliment plan, the 
agents said that if Mendel does not send the 
receipts or refused the money they will 
use the money due the firm from the sale 
of passage tickets to pay off the depositors. 
They have begun to send money to Russia 
through another Hamburg firm.

NEW RATES ON IRON MADE 


EXTENSION OF COMMODITY TAR- 
IFFS IS RECOMMENDED. 





Shippers Are Hurrying to Take Ad- 
vantage of This the Last Week of 
Reduced Rates in Western Terri- 
tory—There Is Likely to be an 
Increase in Freight Charges on 
Wheat from South Dakota and 
Southern Minnesota Points.

- Information received yesterday was that 
Commissioner Midgely, Chairman of the 
Board of Administration of the new West- 
ern Freight Association, may have every- 
thing ready to put the new agreement: into 
effect Nov. 1. There is a general hurry by 
shippers and merchants to take advantage 
of this the last week of reduced rates in 
Western territory. Nearly all the roads are 
short of cars, and this is worse in Nebraska 
and Iowa than elsewhere.
